SOMEB.OF THE “TIMES'S” IRISH 


LEITERS FORGED. 

ITS COUNSZL ADMITS THE FACT—THE 
FORGERIES TO BE PRODUCED—THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S SPEECH. 

LonpDoN, Oct. 24.—When the Parnell 

Commission Bresumed its sitting to-day Sir 

Charles Russell, counsel for Mr. Parnell, said 

that in addition to the forged Parnell letters the 

Times possessed letters alleged to have been 

written by Mr. Dillon, Mr. Biggar, and other 

Parnellite members of Parliament. These had 

not yet bean disclosed. The Times’s counsel ob- 

jected ts producing themon the grouud that 
the Times did not gain possession of them until 
after the opening of the O’Donnell action 
against the Times. But the documents were 
material to the present case and ought to be 
produced. Mr. Soames, solicitor for the Times, 
had filed an affidavit affirming that, the Times 
had received the documents from an American 
named Regerts. On examinationit had been 
discovered that some of the letters were not 
genuine, and therefore they had not been used in 
the O’Donnell case. This candid statement, ad- 
mitting that somebody had been supplying the 
Times with forged letters, had! a direct bearing, 


said Sir Charles, upon the Parnell-Egan forg- 
eries. The documents that Mr. Soames had re- 
tained must therefore be produced, 

Attorney-General Webster, for the Times, held 
that the documents demanded were not mate- 
rial to the issue. The affidavit of Mr. Soames, 
he said, showed clearly that somebody had 
been trying to trick the /imes, and knowledge 
of the trick had been communicated to Mr. Par- 
nell’s solicitor. Probably in the course of the 
case the court would hear who had tried this on. 
The ceurt ceuld see the documents if it desired, 
but he emphatically pretested that those who 
had advised Sir Charlies Russell of the existence 
of the documents knew perfeotly well that they 
were not material to the issue. 

Sir Charles Russell asked how it could be said 
that the documents were not material when 
the whole truth was wanted about these and 
other forgeries. There appeared to be a factory 
of tergeries in obedienee to a market of supply 
anddemand, The eourt ougbt tu insist upon 
the production of every one of them, 

The court directed that the documents be pro- 
duced. 

Bir Charles Russell next asked for particulars 
of the charges against Mr. Parne!l and the other 
members of Parliament involved in the cage. 

Here Mr. Michael Davitt arose and ¢laimed the 
right to appear for himself. The court assented. 

Justice Hannen, the President of the commis- 
sion, then said, in response to Sir Charles Rus- 
sell’s request for particulars, that it was not 
necessary thut all the details should be given. 
The court wasof opinion that all the particu- 
lara were being given which were required. 

The Attorney-Geuveral informed the court 
that the other side siill continued to ignore the 
order for the production of the League's bank- 
books, 

Justice Hannen intimated that if the refusal 
to preduce the books was final the court would 
have recourse tu its powers to compel their pro- 
daction. : 

Atterney-General Webster then continued the 
presentation of the 7imes's case, making a fur- 
ther review of the articles on ‘Parnellism and 
Crime.” He quoted from w# letter ef Patrick 
Egan, in which the writer sent £50 for the pay- 
ment of men who had committed outrages, and 
said that evidence would be adduced te prove 
that Mr. Parnell knew that Egan had supplied 
Sheridan and Boyton with funds to enable them 
to promote outrages. He would net suggest 
that Mr. Parnell knew the particular individuals 
who were to be attacked, but he did kKaow that 
outrages were a part of the League's system. 
Prior to the Phenix Park murders Mr. Parnell 
neither did nor said anything in condemnation 
of the crimes eommitted by members of the 
League. When Mr. Parnell appeared in the 
witness box he woula ask him what he had 
ever done to put down acts of vio- 
lence before May, 1882, the month in 
which the Phenix Park murders occurred. The 
issue after the murders of the manifesto repro- 
bating them, signed by Parnell, Dillon, and 
Davitt, wus enly done under necessity. It 
would be proved by Capt. O’Shea that Mr. Par- 
nell objected to sign the maniiesto, and that he 
signed it tinally with reluctance. Capt. O’Shea 
acted as a Medium to the negotiations with Mr. 
Parnell for the suppression of outrages. When 
the question arose regarding Mr. Parnell’s con- 
trod) of his comrades Mr. Parnell declared that 
there were some men who must be let out cf 
prison, and he named Brennan, the late Secre- 
tary ef the League, as one ef those who must 
either be kept out of Ireland or in prison. The 
court, said the Attorney-General, could draw 
its own conclusion as to wuat Mr. Parnell knew 
of Brennan’s connection with crimes. Mr. 
Parnell, continued the Attorney-General, also 
advised that Sheridan and Boyton be allowed 
to return to Ireland, as they could control those 
who were engaged in the commission of crime, 
All this snowed that Mr. Parnell had a thor- 
ough knowledge of the sources of violence. 

The Attorney-General further accused Mr. 
Parnell of possessing criminal Knowledge re- 
garding the use of vast funds by the League for 
criminal purposes. Accounts published by the 
Dublin Freeman’s Journal gave the receipts of 
the Land League from October, 1879, to Octo- 
ber, 1881, as £144,890. Only £44,877 of this 
sum was accounted for. How was the remain- 
ing £100,000 applied? Did Mr. Parnell know 
the uses to which this large sum was devoted ? 
Was it so expended that its distributors did not 
dare to give an open statement? If the League 
was a constitutional association why should its 
books be removed to London, there to disap- 
pear? Some items of account could be traced 
which disclosed Mr. Parnell’s relations with 
murderous associations—for instance, a check 
for £100 sent to Byrne and one for £35 sent to 
Quin. The Attorney-General was then proceec- 
ing to expand upon the support received by the 
Parnellites from the Jrish World when the 
court adjourned for the day. 

The Attorney-General’s exhaustive method of 
presenting his case is patiently submitted io by 
the court, the Judges having determined, in ac- 
cordance with usage, to permit counsel in their 
opening addresses to follow their own lines. 
Publis tnserent inthe case has begun to wane 
under the infiuence of the Attorney-General’s 
prolix exposition. He never was a brilliant 
speaker, and the weight of the case appears to 
have erushed what capacity for luminous state- 
ment he ever had. Besides an utter absence of 
points, his dreary presentation of the Limes’s 
stale charges is befogged by the disconnected 
way in whieh he seeks to arrange the facts 
which he offers in support of his assertions. In 
attempting to review the history ef Par- 
nell and the League, instead of cawnows | 
ing the sequence of events as they happened, 
he passes from incident to incident without 
regard to unity of either time or circumstance. 
A general impressien is growing that the Jimes's 
Case is Weaker even than its enemies imagined, 
and that the task contided to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral is beyond his powers. Should he continue 
at his present speed another week will not see 
the end of his speech. To-day he brought his 
story of the League’s misdoings only up to 1882. 
The lack.of concern shown by the public disap- 
points the newspapers, which had made un- 
usual preparations for reporting the proceed- 
ings and for increased circulation. The sale of 
evening papers is entirely unaffected by the 
trial.

BOULANGER’S PET SCHEME. 

Paris, Oct. 24.—Gen. Boulanger to-day 
attendeda meeting of the committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies which is considering the 
Government’s bill for the revision of the Con- 
stitution. Gen. Boulanger expressed himself 
in favor of the dissolution of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the convoking of a constituent 
Assembly, which should be independent of the 
executive power and responsible to the coun- 
try. Itshould be the duty of the Assembly to 
prevent abuses whieh might iead to the estab- 
lishment of a dictatorship. 

Gen. Boulanger was pretty sharply handied 
by the committee, but bho declined to be arawn 
into what he called the details. He adhered to 
his former opinions in regard to the Senate and 
the Presidency. He regardad the restoration of 
the menarchy as a sheer impossibility. Two- 
thirds of France, he said, would rise against it. 
The couxtry ought to deeide the religious ques- 
tion. Politics must be prohibited in the army, 

M. Marian), krench Chargé d’Affaires at Mu- 
nich, has been appointed French Ambassador to 
Italy, in succession to Count de Mony. 

Count Menabrea, the Italian Ambassador, in 
an interview with M. Goblet, the Freneh Minis- 
ter of Foreign Afiairs, declared that Italy could 
not admit the validity of the Tunisian decree 
subjecting Italian schoola te French inspection.

THE SIOUX TERROR-STRICKEN. 





ANTICIPATING AN ATTACK BY THE 
CROWS. 

STANDING Rock AGENCY, Dakota, Oct. 
24.—This agency is in a turmoil. A dispatch 
was received at noon yesterday conveying in- 
formation that 200 Crow Indians were travel- 
ing in this direction to wage war with the 
Sioux. They are expected to arrive at Cannon 
Ball River, 20 miles below the agency, to-day, 
and a fightis expected. The Crows have taken 
advantage of the Sioux, while the leaders have 


been conferring at Washington. There 
is not one influential Indian at the 
agency at present, and it is feared the 


Sioux will become demoralized and scatter. 
One eompany of the Eighth Cavairy, witha 
large torce of Indian police, has already been 
dispatched to meet the attacking Crows. It 
was thought at first that the Crows were prob- 
ably coming on a peace mission, but hitherto 
whenever a Crow has set his foot om Sioux 
ground a fight has resulted. The Indians left at 
the agency are excited and uneasy until they 
hear from the front. Major McLaughlin, who 
took the 15 Standing Rock Chiefs to Washing- 
ton will arrive at the agency to-day. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—Gen. Williams, Adju- 
tant-General of the Division of the Missour, 
Was shown the dispatch from Standing Rock 
Agency regarding the threatened contliet be- 
tween the Crows and Sioux. He said: ‘‘ In my 
judgment the information did not come from 
the military authorities at the agency but from 
the wo there who live among the Indians 
aud whose interests are theirs. My view 


is that they have heard the talk of 
these Sioux and have became alarmed 
with them over what they consider 


to be impending danger. The absence of their 
chiefs no doubt heightens their fears. The Crow 
Indians have never sought a tight with the 
Sioux. They are naturally afraid of the Sioux, 
and [do not believe they have any hostile ’in- 
tentiens now. Perhaps they have started out 
on a horse-stealing expedition. Tue reasen that 
I diseredit the report is that I have received no 
intimation of it from the military authorities 
atSt. Paul. They would hear from Fort Cus- 
ter, whichis only 25 miles from the Standing 
Rock Agency, or from Fort Yates, and it would 
be telegraphed to me immediately; so that itis 
clear to me that the military do not share the 
fears of the leaderlese Sioux that the Crow 
warriors will descend upon them. I believe 
that itis extremely improbable that there has 
been any movement of :he Crows without the 
military authorities here receiving some notifi- 
cation.”

The young man did call, and in- 
cidentaliy remarkea that he intended to 
return to his home in Chicago and would 
esteem it a favor if the physician would 
identify him at one of the _ banks, 
The physician readily complied, and a draft for 
$200 drawn by MeNulty to his order was 
cashed. That day the youns man departed, 
leaving a number of unpaid bills behind him. 
The draft was returned as worthiess, and the 
physician, considering himself the victim of 
over-contidence, will pay the meney. 

When the police were notified Marshal Frey 
telegraphed over the country, and to-day re- 
ceived trom the Cincinnati Rogues’ Gallery a 
photograph which be recognized as the picture 
of the man he wanted. The description on the 
back of the picture reads: ** J. Ormstorn, alias 
Stein, forger, aged 23; arrested in Pittsburg De- 
cember, 1887.””

SECRETARY VILAS’S ECONOMICAL METH- 
ODS—A CAMPAIGN LIE NAILED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Secretary Vilas 
has completed the estimates for the expenses of 
the various bureaus and offiees of the Interior 
Department for the year beginning July 1, 
1889, Compared with the appropriatien for 
the current year there is a reductien in the 
total amount of $517,797 01. This is rather a 
remarkable exhibit, for it is customary in the 
executive departments of the Government to 
swell the estimates each succeeding year, re- 


gardless of existing appropriations. Secre- 
tary Vilas has, however, introduced the 
samo system into tho Interior De- 


partment which he successfully established 
in the Post Office Department, and that is ask- 
ing for what he believed to be nceded success- 
fully to run his department. The principal re- 
ductions made are in the office of the Secretary, 
in whieh asaving 1s offected in the matter of 


stationery and miscellaneous supplies of 
$85,577, and in the Indian Department, the 
management of which under the present Ad- 
ministration warrants a saving ef $356,520 OL 
in the expenditures for the ensuing fiscal year, 
The total estimates are $94,220,389 50, against 
$94,738,186 51 for the current year. The 
heaviest item is $81,758,700 for army and navy 
pensions, the same as this year. The Indian 
Department will require over $5,470,000, and 
the Pension Ofltice cver $2,430,000, including 
Salaries, special examiners, aad the investiga- 
tien of pension cases. The Patent Office esti- 
mate is $796,000, and that for the Geological 
Survey $634,000. The General Land Office ex- 
penses are put at $536,000, 


A fair sample of the campaign lies which find 
their way into Harrison organs is the story told 
with minute details that a collecting agent for 


the Democratic Party has been stationed within 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to take 
money from the employes for political purposes. 
No one who knows the character and stunding 
of the Superintendent of that bureau, Mr. E. O.

There has 
been no. solicitation within this building 
of woney for political’ purposes from the em- 
ployes of this bureau during the present cam- 
paign by any person in auy form whalever, ex- 
cept by the distribution of the circular of the 
Democratic National Committee through the 
mails. This denial is intended to be as em- 
phatic and comprehensive as words can make 
it. The employes of this bureau are diligently 
attending to their wurk, and so far as [I can 
learn there never was a time in the history of 
the bureau when they were so free from polit- 
ical importunity and pressure ofauy kind, or re- 
frained so completely from the discussion of 
politics within the building.” Similar state- 
ments which have been made regarding the 
Government Printing Office are also false. 


With to-day’s issue the Congressional Record 
closed its volume of the proceedings of the first 
session of the Fiftieth Congress, and its only 
contributor is the Hon. Wilkinson Call, who 
heips Mr. Pasce represent the State of Florida 
in the Senate. No discussion of any length or 
prominence ever takes place in the Senate in 
which Mr. Call fails to make at leastone speech, 
and heis generally the last one heard. It is 
regarded as quite appropriate, therefore, that 
the last number of the £ecord should consist en- 
tirely of Mr. Call’s recent tariff speech in the 
Senate, together with an appendix quoting in 
full the speech upon the same subject delivered 
by the same Senator on Fep.

A BAD RAILROAD CRASH. 





ONE TRAINMAN KILLED AND 


“OTHERS BADLY INJURED. 

MIDDLETOWN, N.Y.,Oct.24.—A deplorable 
accident on the Erie Railroad by whieh one 
trainmar was instantly killed and four others 
were dangerously injured oceurred early this 
morning in the mountain cut just west of Otis- 
ville. As the regular freight train No. 79, 
westward bound, was going up the grade at 
that point a coupling broke at about the middle 
of the train, and the rear cars were left behind. 
There isa sharp curvein the track here, with 


impending rocks, which cut off the view ahead. 
kxtra freight train No. 181 rounded the 
curve at high speed, and before brakes 
could be applied tie locomotive plunged into 
tne detached cars of the forward train. ‘he 
caboose of train No. 79 was demolished and 14 
cars of miscellaneous freight were derailed and 
wrecked. In tho caboose when the collision 
oceurred were Conductor John Hawkins and 
Flagman George McMullen. The flagman was. 
Instantly crushed to death and Conductor Haw- 
kins had his legs broken and suffered internal 
injuries which in all probability will prove 
fatal. The colliding locomotive, No. 559, after 
ecrusbing the caboose struck into a ear loaded 
with marble blocks, and was completely 
wrecked. Willis Hector, the engineer, was 
fearfully scalded about the body and legs by 
escaping steam. Abram Cronk, the firemen, 
was puiled out from under the wrecked engive 
with one leg cut off and scalded and bruised, 
It is doubtrulif either Hestor or Cronk can re- 
cover. Jobn Halligan, brakeman on this train, 
is also badly hurt. 

All the victims of the disaster reside in Port 
Jervis, and there the dead and wounded were 
taken. Conductor Hawkins is an old and re- 
spected employe of the road, with a wife and 
children. McMullen leaves a young wife. The 
other victims are all young warricd men. The 
wreck blocked both tracks and stopped traftic 
at that point for four hours. The Erie Com- 
pany’s loss of property is heavy. 


THEY OAN’T SEE THE “ PROTECTION.” 

READING, Penn., Oct. 24.—There is a 
regular revolt among the miners in the iron ore 
district along the East Penn Railroad, be- 
tween this city and Allentown. The miners 
employed in the different mines number about 
700, and because they are employed ata ‘ pro- 
tected” industry nearly all formerly voted the 
Republican ticket. Twelve years ago these 
men could make $2 to $2 25, but they have 
been gradually cut dowrm until their wages have 
about reached those of men working in the 
Siberia salt mines. Some of them are obliged to 
work tor 60 cents a day, and none of them get 
more than’ 80 and 85 cents, en which they 
are compelled to support large families, Their 
condition is decidedly more wretched than that 
of the slaves of the anthracite mines, because 
many of them are obliged to work in the mines 
in the open uit standing to their boot tops in 
water. The Democratic County Committee to- 
day completed a canvass of Berks, including 
this district, and the result ia that of these 700 
men hardly adozen will. vote the Republican 
ticket. The product they turn out 1s conaumed 
by the large furnaces at Reading, Bethlehem, 
Allentown, Hokendaugua, Pottsville, and other 
places, the owners of which make willions 
every year, while the miners are obliged to 
work at wages below the starvation level, not- 
withstanding that 1ron ore is “protected” by a 
duty of 75 cents per ton, This political change 
is most significant.

MR. AXWORTHY IN CANADA 


THE DEFAULTING TREASURER 
SEEN IN MONTREAL. 

HIS CAPTURE ASSURED, AS HE LEFT 
THAT CITY BY STEAMER FOR QUE- 
BEC YESTERDAY. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 24.--Dispatches 
received to-day from Montreal make it doubly 
certain that Thomas Axworthyis a defaulter 
and a fugitive in Canada. The Board of Alder- 
men met to-nignt and appointed a City 
Treasurer ad interim. The Council Fi- 
nauce Committee will meet daily until mon- 
etary affairs are straightened out. Mr. Charles 
H. Buikeley, Vice-President of the Plain Deaier 
Publishing Company, has offered to lend the 
city all the monoy it needs in the crisis, so that 
all employes and bills may be paid promptly, 
all other obligations met, and the credit of the 
city maintained unimpaired. Forty thousand 
dollars interest falls due Noy. 1, and itis esti- 
INMated that $200,000 will be needed to 
tide affairs over. Notice was served to-day 
on all banks with which Mr. Axworthy had 
city money on deposit in his name to pay the 
same Over te the Mayor or the depository com- 
iissivu. This is the money on which bondsmen 
levied executions, and ua hard legal tight over it 
seems probable. The bendsmen, Senator Payne 
and J. H. Wade, Jr., were formally notified 
to-day that they will be held liable for the half 
moillion stipulated in the bond. The bondsmen 
for the Board of Education money, T. P. Handy 
and Selah Chamberlain, are not protected by 
any attachments, the other bondsmen having 
covered everything within reach. They now 
set Up that Mr. Axworthy was not legally the 
custodian of the school fund, and, having re- 
tained counsel, they probably intend to resist 
paying the $250,000 of that bond. 

Mr. Axwortky’s confidential agent, Mr. H. B. 
Conkey, went to New-Yerk last Saturday by re- 
quest of Mra. Axworithy, who had become 
alarmed at not hearing from her husband in 
three weeks. Mr, Conkey returned to-day with- 
out having gound him, although he made a dili- 
gent search. “ It looks to me,” said Mr. Conkey 
to Tilt TiMEs’s correspondent, ‘“‘as if Mr. Ax- 
worthy, anticipating that he would have to turn 
over the city’s money,in cash, went to New- 
York for the purpose of converting certain se- 
curities into money in order to get together the 
requisite amount, that he found those securities 
so depreciated in value that the required sum 
could not be raised op them, or that some in- 
vestment on which he relied had turned out a 
failure. Then, seeing that there Was no appar- 
ent way of raising the meney in time to meet 
the obligation, Ithink he grew so despondent 
that he resvulved to fly rather than face the 
music, We still have hopes of his return and 
satisfactory explanation.” 

“Ts any further effort being made to find Mr. 
Axworthby ?”’ 

“No. I talked with Mr. Payne, Mr. Wade, and 
Mr. Garretson of the Bank of Commerce this 
morning and have turued ever to them all of 
the papers in this office that they required.” 

The Board of Revision met to-day to inquire 
into the financial situation. County Treasurer 
Kimberley will be requested to show his books to 
the board, so that the exuct amount of money 
recently transferred as the city’s share of the 
semi-annual collection of taxes can be ascer- 
tained. 

All bank deposits arein the name of Thomas 
Axworthy except the Mercantile National Bauk, 
which is made as “Thomas Axworthy, special” 
The amounts were carefully figured out and 
found to be: Union National Bank, $147,944 78; 
National Bank of Commerce, $195,829 16; Ohio 
National Bank, $15,986 80; Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, $7,853 89; Oleveland Nationul 
Bank, $19,535 37; Mercantile National Bank, 
$60,300 05; total, $447,450 05. The bank book 
of the National Bank of Commerce is a 
bnew one, and the amount of $195,829 16 is 
entered on Sunday, Oct. 21. Upon request 
the old book was immediately furnished 
and upon Sept. 28, about the date on which Mr. 
Axwertiy 1s supposed to have fied, itis shown 
that $142,742 93 was drawn out, but the As- 
sistant Treasurer explained that this was to 
meet bonds and interest. On Sept. 25 large 
amounts were also drawn frem the banks, about 
$100,000. The board will ascertain what was 
done with this money. The Selicitor has sent a 
notice to the city’s bondsmex both requesting 
and demanding them to release the attachments 
upon the money at the banks. : 

Ths Board of Aldermen to-night formally 
pronounced Thomas Axworthy an embezzler, 
and voted to remove him from office as City 
Treasurer. The board also adopted a resolution 
to borrow $200,000 at 6 per cent. interest. The 
Board of Councilmen wilimeet on Friday night 
te coucurin this action. Peeple are as much 
puzzied over the €ase as ever. 


MOoNTEAL, Oct. 24.—Two Cleveland, Obio, 
detectives arrived here this morning in search 
of Thomas Axworthy, the abscondinge City 
Treasurer of Cleveland. It has been disvovered 
that Axworvhy arrived here on the night of the 
30th of September from New-York and regis- 
tered under his preper name at St. Lawrence 
Hall. Axworthy left here by the mail steamer 
to-day. The detectives were too late to capture 
him here, but have telegraphed the Quebec 
authorities to arrest him. The steamer leaves 
there at 9 o’clock in the morning for Liverpool. 
While here he censulted Mr. Geoftrion, Queen’s 
Counsel, who informed him that his offense was 
extraditable. He appeared to be laboring under 
great Mental agony aud drank hard while here.

HOW THE TRANSFERS WERE 
HASTE AT DETROIT. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 24.—Late on Satur- 
day afternoon last an old man, noticeably nerv- 
ous and somewhat excited, accompanied by 
his elderly wife, landed at the Russell House, in 
this city, and asked for a room. They did not 
wish their names to be written on the register.

To Mr. Walsh he explained that he 
wanted to execute deeds to $500,000 worth of 
property in and near Chicago so that his ored- 
itors eould not attach ii, and that he desired it 
done. 48 speedily as possible, before they could 
serve papers on Him. Mr. Walsh at once 
sct about the work, being furnished by 
Mr. Corwith with the necessary information. 
Mr. Corwith said his son, Nathan, Jr., would 
reach Detroit that night at 11 o'cleck on the 
Mmited express from Chicago, and an appoint- 
ment was made for the attorney to be at the 
Russell House at 11:30 to completes the pro- 
posed transferg. At that hour Walsh went to 
Corwith’s room in the hotel, where he wit- 
nessed the transfer of the property to Clarence 
F. Birdseye of Brooklyn, N. Y., for $100 and 
certain valuable property. 

For some time the parties talked and dis- 
cussed matters, and itis an absolute certainty 
that the papers were not completed until Sun- 
day morring. This may bring up the question 
of the validity of the deeds. Walsh says that 
be stopped his ears so as not to hear the City 
Hall clock on the ia eae square strike 12, 
The papers were signed and sealed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Corwith in the presence of Fred Guenther 
and William E. Walsh.

Bosron, Oct. 24.—Police Inspector Mount- 
ain, whose arraignment on the charge of re- 
ceiving tickets stelen from the Old Colony Rail- 
road was reported in THE TIMES two weeks ago, 
left his bondsmen in the luroh and failed to re- 


spond when the case was called in the Muniei- 
ae Court this morning.

HE WRITES A SHARP LETTER TO 


SHERIFF GRANT. 

Mayor Hewitt was hard at work all day 
yesterday. He spent four hours going over fig- 
ures in the Board of Apportionment, and was 
not inelined to discuss other matters. He said 
he had not had time to read either the letter of 
Hugh J. Grant or of Mrs. Cynthia Leonard or of 
Fire Commissioners Croker and Purroy. He did 
not know when he would read them, nor, of 
course, whether he would reply to them, but he 
thought a happy release would be given him if 
Mrs. Leonard would answer Sheriff Grant, and 
Sheriff Grant answer the epistulary Fire Com- 
missioners. 

A reporter of THE TIMEs informed the Mayor 
that Mr. Grant in his letter had practically 


charged Public Works Commissioner Newton 
with fraud by saying that contracts were 
awarded in his department ‘without public 
competition through a systematic evasion of the 
law.” Mr. Hewitt answered: ‘‘Gen. Newton is 
a@ soldier, a gentleman, and an honest public 
servant. That's all [ can say.” 

“‘Mr. Grant also charges that our streets are 
not kept clean, and that the fault is in the sys- 
tem followed by Commissiener Coleman.” 

“TL know,”’ answered Mr. Hewitt, ‘‘ that the 
Streets are in avery bad state, but that is the 
fault of the Board of Aldermen, or the Tam- 
many men inthe board, who have refused to 
permit any street repairing to be done. If 
Sneriff Grant would use his influence with 
those men in behalf of the public there would 
soon be a decided improvement in the condition 
of the streets.” 

When. Commissioner Newton read Sheriff 
Grants letter accepting Tammany’s nemiuation 
Lb ed Morning he grew indignant, and 
wrote this very decided letter to Mr. Grant:

The Hon. Hugh J. Grant, Sherrff: 

SIR: In your letter accepting the nomination for 
Mayor from Tammany Halil you state, in ragard to 
the Department of Public Works, that * contracts, 
it appears, have been awarded without public com.

1WO BRAVE HNGINEERS. 
coaccieahaiiiocaiates 
THEIR PRESENCE OF MIND PREVENTS 
THE LOSS OF MANY LIVES. 

Boston, Oct. 24.—The bravery and pres- 
ence of mind of two engineers on the Old 
Colony Rallrvad prevented an appalling acci- 
dent this morning at Howlands, a small station 
near Taunton. As it was a collision of passeu- 
ger trains occurred that destroyed both engines 
and a baggage car, while the passengers es- 
caped with a serious shaking up. The down 
train was on the main track at Howlands wait- 
ing for the up train to pass on the switch. Bag- 


gagemaster Sanburn of the down train 
jumped out aud turned the switch to let 
the up train by on the siding. Owing 


to some confusion of orders he turned it the 
wrong way. Engineer Sheehan saw the up 
train plunging into bis, and commenced to back, 
at the same time whistling for his passengers to 
get out. Alldid get out in safely except one 
woman, Who jumped in a frautic manner and 
was slightly hurt. The engineer of the up train 
alse saw the danger, reversed his engine, aud 
stuck to his post at the risk of his life. The 
force of the Coilision drove the tender of 
the up train through the baggage car 
aud smashed the forward end of the 
smoker. but personal injury was confined to 
a few cuts and bruises. The passengers were so 
delighted with the pluck of the engineers that a 
purse for them was made up on the spot. The 
engineer of the up train was badly strained in 
the back, and his fireman was cut about the 
head. Baggage Master Sanborn fled from the 
spot as soun as he realized the extent of his 
carelessness, and has not been seen since. There 
were over 300 people on both trains.

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 24.—A very touching 
scene occurred at the Sherman House yesterday 
afternoon just before the Sioux Indians left.

She repeated 
her inquiry just as Interpreter Primeau came 
up. Her companion explained to him the odject 
of her search. Grass could give her no tin- 
formation. Sheturned away and walked up to 
the Bull with the same question, which was the 
appeal of amother’s heart. Bull understands 
no English, and looked at her atolidly. She re- 
peated the question, bursting into tears. Bull 
only shrugged his shoulders and walked over to 
another window and resumed his former atti- 
tude. * You are an unfeeling, brutal murderer,” 
exclaimed Mrs. McLaughlin, and sadly left the 
hotel. 











AN ASSIGNMENI SET ASIDE, 

Sr. Paur, Minn., Oct. 24.—The matter of 
the assignment of E. Allen & Co. 1s by no means 
running on as smoothly as assignments are 
wontto run. Judge Simons to-day filed a de- 
cision which overturns the assignment entire- 
ly, makes it of no effect, and orders a Receiver- 
ship. Many of the creditors of E. Allen & Co, 


have not been atal) satisfied with the course 
pursued by the firm, and H. B. Claflin and other 
creditors petitioned for the appointment of a 
Receiver. Theinsolvent tirm was made up of 
Allen, Levinson & Ettelsohn, as a united part- 
nership, Ettelsohn being the special partner. The 
law of Minneseta makes it obligatory for the 
special member of a united partnership to pay 
in his contributi nin cash and to wake affidavit 
to that effect. Ettelsohn made the required af- 
fidavit that he nad put in $50,000 cash, but in 
fact he contributed ne mouey whatever, but dia 
contribute about that sum iu merchandise. 
Judges Simons decides that the attempt at a lim- 
ited partnership was a failure and that Ettel- 
sohn as general partner must come in with 
Allsn and Levinson with hisassets. The assign- 
ment to Henry Sattler is therefore null, and the 
creditors will have something to say aa to who 
shall be appointed Receiver. 





AN ATROCIOUS CHILD MURDER. 
BosTon, Oct. 24.—The police authorities 
of Medford are working on whatis believed to 
be a peculiarly atrocious case of child murder. 
The toremwan of the Mystic Water Works, M. J. 
McCafferty, found the terribiy mutilated body 
of an infant lying beside the road near the 


pumping station. The child was apparently 6 
months oid, and was so badly cut aud slashed 
with arazoror some other sharp instrument 
that in many places the bones were visible and 
the entrails exposed. The disfigurement was so 
great thatthe finder was unable to determiue 
the eex. There was scarcely any clothing about 
the body, and nothing whatever which would 
possibly assist in its identification. it did nos 
have the appearance of having been dead any 
length of time, ner of having been in the water. 
The authorities are greatly puzzled over the 
case.

24.—Mnason Hunts- 
man, the religious crank of Park Ridge, N. J., who 
enticed two young girls from this place last week, 
has been arrested on a charge of blasphemy and 
lodged in the county jail.

Hunts- 
man was arrested in Park Ridge in the house of 
Mrs. Berry. Both Mrs. Berry and Mra. Howell, 
his two accomplices, are in jail serving a sentence 
of 30 days, and will be further held on the same 
charge. The giris have returned home, and say 
they were so thoroughly under the infinence of 
Huntsman tuat they were obliged to do anything 
he required.

country place. The church was gayly 
decorated, the bridal coach to conver 
them to the church was burnished and 


sparkling, and all the arrangements were made 
in the moruing fora bright and beautiful church 
wedding, with a handsome nuptial feast after- 
whrd. In the city 300 or more persons of prem- 
inence bidden to the wedding were at the Bread- 
Street Station waiting for the speviui train to 
carry them te the svene, while in the country 
all was in readiness, the bridesmaids itn their 
lovely dresses asseinpled, and friends from the 
adjacent country on their way to the church, 
when the atartling news was flashed over the 
wires that William H. Walvaum, the bride’s sis- 
ter’s husband, had been killed by falling from a 
train while on bis way from New-York to attena 
the wedding and play the wedding march, a part 
that he had always pleasantly said te would 
like to perform for his pretty sister-in-law. 

There was some slight surprise in the Ellisen 
household on Tuesday night when Mr. Walbaum 
did not arrive from New-York as expected. He 
had been kept there longer than he intended by 
aay Sera business, but he sent a dispatch say- 
ng that be would come over on alatetrain. I[t 
was late in the morning before a telegram was 
received givin. a few sligitdetails of the Killing 
of Walvbaum. It 1s said that shortly before ¥ 
o'clock on Tuesday night, while John Fer- 
guson, & track walker, was passing over 
a curve on tue Pennsylvania Railroad, 
between Menlo Park and Metuchen, near 
New-Brunswick, he came across a maz 
Jying nearvthe rails. He had evidently fallen 
from a train, and his bead was terrib!y gashed, 
but he was still alive, though uncorscious. 
When the fast express which left Jersey City at 
8 o’clocK came iu sight it Was stopped, and the 
stranger carried aboard, but be died before the 
train reached New-Brurswick, five miles away. 
The man was well dressed, earried a gold 
watch and Chain, and on each littie finger was a 
gold ring. He had a commutation ticket be- 
tween Philadelphia and Rosemont beariug the 
name ef William H. Walbaum, and letters in his 
pockets she wed that the dead man was named 
Walbaum. 

Mr. Waldbaum and his wife and the children 
have been stopping at the country homeef Mr. 
and Mrs. Rodman 8. Lltison, out at Rosemout, 
and the family were at the breakfasttable wheu 
a near relative, who had come from the city, 
broke the sad news. Arrangements were at 
once made te have the body sent home, and 
the click of the wire was soon busy recalling the 
invitations for the wedding of Miss Ellison and 
Mr. ‘Thompson. Many ot the invited 
guests had heard nothing of the trag- 
edy, and were gathered in the Broaa- 
street station, ready to take the special 
train to the wedding, when a notice was posted 
up at the ticket window announcing that invi- 
tations for the wedding had been “recalled. 
Meantime, however, & small number of the 
more intimate friends had hurried to Bryn Mawr 
intent on condvulence. It was quickly deter- 
mined not to have the eclurch wedding and to 
make the ceremony as private as possible under 
the circumstances. 

The arrangement for the wedding as made tn- 
clided six bridesmaids, Two tiny misses, Eva- 
lina Walbaum, daughter of the deceased, and 
Pancy Griscom, were to have taken part ais. 
The ceremony was perfermed in the house br 

he Right Rev. W. Dews Roberts of Boston, 
assistant to the Rev. Phillips Brooks, a mutual 
friend of the bride and bridegroum. 

Mr. Walbaum was 36 years old and wasa 
bionde-haired, weil-built, good-looking wan. 
He was born in England and was the son of the 
the Rev. Dr. Walbaum, the German Chaplain o/ 
Queen Victoria of England. Mr. Walbaum 
came to this country 12 yearsago. In 1879 he 
married Miss Ellison, the oldest sister of the 
bride of to-day, and Mr. Walbauim’s sister is the 
wife of Frank L. Neal of the shipping firm of 
Peter Wright & Sons, In 1881 Mr. Walbaum 
engaged in the iron brokerages business, and bis 
tirm, W. H. Walbaum &Co., is well known tv 
the trade.

OR SULCIDE? 





THE SAD ENDING OF A ROMANCE OF 
MATRIMONY. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Oct. 24.—Jonn Weis- 
man was found dead this morniag at Lis home 
in Shelburn, with a bullet through his heart. 
He lived with his wife in a lonely spot, and the 
death at first wasagreat mystery. An inves- 
tigation of the circumstances satistied the med- 
ical examiner that it was a case of suicide, aud 
at the sume time a romarRrticstorcy was revealed. 

John Weisman was 28 years eld, and was 
Married six months ago to an intelligent young 
woman named Kwma Craven of Philadelphia. 
lt was what is called alove match, and was 
made in answerto an advertisement in astory 
paper. The girl comes of a well-to-do family, 
her father being a oval dealer, and her parenis 
would not conseot to the marriage. Finaliy the 
young couple were married Jast April in New- 


York, after she had run away trom home. 
Weisman advertised for “one of those 
darling giris who are unconventional 


enough to break away from the trawwmels 
of suciety, but have the couracse and good sense 
te marry a worthy young man frem the lewer 
walks of life.” It is said that he recelvec numer- 
ous auswers, from which he chose Emma 
Craven. She was said to be intelligent and re- 
fined, and notwithstanding her position at Shel- 
burn was isolated and lonely, she maintains 
that her short married life was happy aad con- 
tented. Her husband had money iaid by, and 
was liberalin supplying her wants. The story 
ofthe suicide is known only to her. She said 
they retired at 10 o’clock last night, and contia- 
ued as follows: 

“IT went to sleep, and during thenight I heard 
Jobn arviund the rooms. [ asked Jobo what ha 
was doing, and he said .be was going to shoot a 
strange cat he bad picked up. I was sleepy, 
but I heard a shot, at what time! don’t know, 
and then I feil asleap. This morning I woke up 
atthe usual time, tound my husband absent, 
dressed myself, and went down stairs. I found 
Jobn en the floor, blood flowing from a wound 
over his heart, and [ thought he had fainted 
trum luss of blood. I put a pillow under his 
head, bathed his face, and finding that he aid 
not revive ran to the neighbors. I think he was 
getting ready to shoot the satin tae dark when 
the revolver was discharged, and he was acci- 
dentally shot.” 

To experieuced eyes it looks like & vase of 
suicide with the revolver Deld in the riguthan, 
the muzzle being so clese to the clothing that it 
was buroed, and the bullet hole is almost in the 
exact centre of the heart. The value of thz 
property left is several thousand dollars, ann 
Weisman's life was insured for $1,000. ‘The 
only suspicious circumstance is the fact that 
the woman could go calmly to sleep after heatr- 
ing unexpectedly the sound of a pistol shot, 
followed by a fall, and make no attempt to in- 
vestigate the cause or call her bushand. The 
widow, however, is apparently overcome wilh 
grief.

1HE BASTERN RAILROAD OUP 
IN THE COLD. 

BOSTON AND MAINE CANNOT 

MAINTAIN ITS OWN RATE AND ITS 


LEASED LINE SUFFERS. 

Boston, Oct. 24.—This city is ravidly 
coming to grief with ita pet railroad systems. 
Fellowing the Chicago, Burlington and Quiney 
and Atchison dividend reductions, and the 
consequent slump in those stocks, comes the 
announcement that the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, the pride of New-England, has been 
forced to the inevitable. Tonight the an 
nouncement is made that in consequence of 
the company’s decreased net earnings of the 
last year the Direeters have reduced the 
dividend rate from 10to S per cent, leaving 
the Eastern Railroad once more ou in the 
cold as one of the non-dividend paying rail- 


roads. Under the terms of the eons lease 
of the Fastern to the Boston and Maino, after 
the payment of all rentals and fixed charges, a 
dividend of 8 per cent. goes to the Beston and 
Maine stock. aloes Boston and Maine stock 
receives 10 per cent. and $100,000 is paid into 
the Eastern sinking fund, Eastern common 
stock can receive nothing in dividends. 

The same mystery attaches to Boston and 
Maine as oneracterized Atchison and St. Paul. 
Speculative Directors have also put in their 
werk. Up to last night officials, Directors, and 
insiders generally stoutly maintained that the 
year 1887 was the most prosperous in the history 
ot Boston and Maine, and that the gross earn- 
ings of the combined system would show an in- 
crease of at least $800,000 over the year be- 
fore. They also stated that there had been no 
extraordinary expenses for the year. Mean- 
wbile long stock of both Boston and Maine and 
Eastern has been dumped on the market for the 
past month, resulting in a shrinkage in the mar- 
ket value of Boston and Maine shares from 
217 to 185 bid, andin Eastern common frum 
125 to 78. At the same time President Lord 
and General Manager Furber have nothing to 
give the public beyond ths annsuncement of 
the reduced Boston and Matae dividend. Mr. 
urber remarked yesterday aftern»0n, when 
told that Kastern had broke 90 wita sales at 85: 
“If lL had any Eastern stockiI would be a blank 
fool to sell it around present prices. If I was 
going to buy Eastern [should pick {¢ up now.” 

Following this came to-day the reduction of 
the Maine and consequent passing of the EKast- 
ern dividend. The causes of this action are 
losses entailed by the assumption of unprofita- 
ble branches and the ineurring of expenses that 
have to be charged to operating costrather than 
improvement bond account.

BUSINESS DONE DURING THE FIRST 
SIX MONTHS OF THIS YEAR. 

Charles Francis Adams, President of the 
Union Paeific Railway Company, has made a 
report to the Directers of that cerporation of 
the financial outcome of the six months ended 
June 30 last, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period for 1887. It gives as income: HNarn-

The company has no work ef construction 
now going on. The extension of the Salina, 
Lincoln and Western Road to Colby, about 175 
miles, was completed on the 20th inst.

30, 1888, surplus inceme of the system 
to the amount of $13,560,000 has been 
put into the property. It is represented to a 
pertain extent by the new bridge at Omaha, by 
® portion of the outlay incurred in widening the 
gauge of the Utah and Northern Road, by 600 
miles of new branch and connecting lines, and 
by $3,000,000 invested in new equipment, in 
addition to the equal amount now on hand as 
above to be applied to the same purpose, Some

place of iron. 

At the Union Pacific Directors’ meeting to-day 
William H. Holeomb was chosen a Director, 
vice Mr. Colgate, resigned. Subsequently Mr. 
Holcomb was chosen Vice-President to succeed 
the late Thomas J. Potter as chief executive 
ofiicer of the Union Pacific system resident at 
Omaha. L. T. Kimball was appointed General 
Manager and C. & Miller Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager. The President stated that 
no changes in the organization of the 
Union Pacific were eomtemplated. Mr. 
Dickinson will continue as General 
Superintendent, J. A. Monree as General 
Freight Agent, and J. 8. Tibbits as General Pas- 
senger Agent. No changein the erganization of 
the St. Jo and Grand Island was contemplated 
or of the various Utah reads. No appointment 
of General Manager of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company would be made at present. 
The duties of the office would be performed by 
an Holcomb until ether arrangements were 
made. 

Mr. Holcomb is the present General Manager 
efthe Oregen Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany, to which position be was appointed on the 
recommendation of the late Thomas J. Potter. 
He had previously been connected with the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Road, and 
later with the Chicago, Burlington and Northern. 
The question of advancing money on the part 
of the Union Pacific to meet the coupons of the 
Denver, Seuth Park, and Pacifie firsts matur- 
ing Ney. 1 was considered and, withowt final 
action, referred to the Executive Committee 
with full powers. The question ef paying a 
dividend was not raised, nor was there any dis- 
cussion as to the resumption of dividends by 
thecompany, either now or hereafter. No al- 
lusion was made to the matter. 
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AN IMPORTANT* CONSOLIDATION. 

Sr. Pau, Minn,, Oct. 24.—It now seems 
reasonably certain that one of the most im- 
portant moves in several yearsin Northwestern 
railroad affairs will be consummated within a 
few months. This is the practical eonselidation 
of the Northern Pacific and Wisconsin Central 
lines, about which there has been so much gos- 


sip of late. Exaotly what the relation of the 
two roads will bo is, perhaps, not even known 
to the Directors themselves, but it is quite 
probable that the entire Wisconsin Central 
system will be leased te the Northern 
Pacific and operated by the latter. If 
this plan is carried out the general 
oflices will be consolidated and one set of of- 
ticials will manage the whole system. Through 
trains will run from Chicago to the Pacific 
coast, the company of course making use of the 
Central’s splendid terminal facilities in Chicago 
and the Twin Cities. Tae consolidation will be 
made the more easily as sO many of the stock- 
holders of the Central are now interested in the 
Northern Pacific. 

One of the interesting phases of the situation 
is that suggested by the statement a few weeks 
ago that the Northern Pacitic could not afford 
toran a Chicago Jine aud thus antagonize ail 
the other Minneapolis-Chicago roads which new 
furnish the Northern Pacific with «# share of 
their business. What the effect will be remains 
to be seen, but it would appear that with a line 
of its own to Chicago the Northern Pacific could 
control the traflic centring there from the East 
as easily as by taking it 400 miles further west. 
It will also be in a better position te bid for 
sranscontinental business.

A UNIFORM CERTIFICATE. 

BuFraLo, N. Y., Oct. 24.—An important 
sonferenee was held here to-day by the Gen- 
bral Passenger Agents of the trunk lines ard 
the roads in the Gentral Traffic Association. 
Commissioner Pierson presided and Vice-Chair- 
man Daniels acted as Secretary. The principal 
flisoussion was upon the advisability of having 
B uniform certificate for use by both associa- 
tions for special passenger rates. It was de- 
cided to combine the two systems now in opera- 


tion. Under this new rule certificates can be 
obtained only from the passenger agents, in- 
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stead of from officers of the organizations to 
which special rates are granted. California 
business also received attention and will be 
considered at another meeting to be held within 
amenth. At present there is no uniformity of 
rates from New-York to the coast, and the asso- 
ciations will endeavor to devise a plan which 
will secure something like uniformity in rates 
and concentration of business. Lines leading 
westward have so many agents and incur so

IOWA RAILROAD RATES. 

Des Mownes, Iowa, Oct. 24.—Argument 
has been begun in the Supreme Ceurt in the 
lewa Railroad case on appeal from Judge Fair- 
all’s decision enjoining the Commissioners’schea- 
ule of freight rates. Judge Nourse, in opening 
for the State, quoted many deeisious to the 
effect that though the question be raised whether 
the railroads could earn compensation under 
rates fixed by the State, the Legislature and not 
the courts was judge as to what were reason- 
able rates. Answering the railroad objection 
that the lowa law was unconstitutional in that 
it practically deprived the corporations of prop- 
erty without due wey of law, he showed 
that the rates named by the Commissioners are 
not absolutely binding, but are prima facie 
reasonable rates, which the railroads could 
show in eourt were unjust. 

Thomas 8. Wright followed for the railroads, 
maintaining that the Commissioners had not 
complied with the letter or spirit of the statute, 
which required a schedule of rates for each 
read, instead of which they made one unclastic 
schedule for all the roads of the State.

The report attriputed for the company’s 
loss of revenue partially to the tariff dis- 
cussion in Congress. but chiefly te the demor- 
alization of rates on Western traiiic. Oniy 
fluctuating rates may be hoped for until better 
methods prevail in the conduct of through busi- 
ness. East-bound business from the West is of 
little value at its best, with constantily-recur- 
ring wars between rival lines. ‘* We are fortu- 
nate, indeed,” says the repert, “if we can finish 
the year witheut an actual loss on this traffic. 
The expenses are greater than last year, with 
a little smaller mileage. The increase is owing 
to a greater cost of onerating incident to the 
severe Winter and very high taxes. Extensive 
and costiy extraordinary repairs have been 
charged to the expense account, many iron 
bridgesjhaving been strengthened atgreat cost.” 

It is hardly possible, the report continues, 
that all the expenditures for the next few years 
ean be paid ont of the current receipts, fer the 
eompany is likely to be put to very great cost 
to pay its share of the expense of rearranging 
the crossings of highways. With the growth of 
population and more frequent trains, these 
crossings become more dangerous year by year, 
and if the work of changing the grade is to be 
carried on in a large way, some new legislation 
will be necessary.

It has to be obtained 
by a graduai process, In those States where high 
license prevails it has gradually reduced the 
number of the saloons. This is notable in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohlo. New-York ia determined 
there shall no longer be one saloon to every 
one hundred of inhabitants. This traffic should 
pay a high license for the support of those insti- 
tutions which have to take care of its victims. 
Taxpayers should look ai this carefully. 

Why have we not got a high license law? 
cause the Governor of the State has v-toed it. 
This is not his only act against the temperance 
cause. He vetoed the bill forbidding the sale of 
liquor within half a mile of Willard Asylum on 
the es of specia} legislation. He also vetoed 
the bill forpidding the sale of liquorin public 
buildings on the ground that he could net offer 
a glass of wine or ale to a guest in the Executive 
Mansion. The High License bill was vetoed 
because it applied to two large Demo- 
cratic strongholds and did not apply 
to the entire State, which was not 
fair politically. The Governor says he is in 
favor of, local option within reasorable limits, 
and of a just license law, but the speaker (Mr. 
Miller) said he had not been able to ascertain 
what Mr. Hill is really in favor of. He vetoes 
all the excise bills because they will injure some 
class of liquor sellers. Why did he veto the 
High License bill? The leading Democratic 

apers asked him to sign it. There is a Retail 

iquor Dealers’ Association 1n New-York, and it 
Was at their behest he did it. He was ordered 
to do it at the saloon keepers.

NOT DEMOCRATS

THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY CELEBRATES

Harlem was in an excited state last night. 
The streets were lined with persons. Bontires 
illuminated the side streets, and the glare of 
eolored and calcium lights made the avenues 
brilliant. The oceasion was a big parade and 
barbecue of the County Democrats, who turned

To one unacquainted with the upper portion of 
the city it seemed as though all the inhabitants 
of Harlem were onthe street.

The 856 men who will be in charge of the dif- 
ferent polling places will be supplied by the 27 
organizations represented in the Down-Town 
Business Men’s Cleveland and Thurman Club. 
The auxiliaries will be furnished by the Associ- 
ated Democratic clubs, with the distinct under- 
standing that they sball interfere in no way 
with either State, scounty, or city politics, either 
to assist or injure the ehanees of any candidate, 
A Committee of Three was appointed to procure 
such earriages as may be necessary. The head- 
quarters of the Tammany, the County Democ- 
racy, and Purroy organizations will be connect- 
ed by direct wires with the committee head- 
quarters. Those who are appointed to man the 
polls will wear distinctive badges and will be 
armed with all kinds of tickets headed with the 
names of the Electors of Cleveland and Thur- 
man. 

On the evoning either of Friday, Nov. 2, or 
Montay, Nov. 5,ameeting of the 2.600 men 
who are to be given charge of the polls will be 
neld at Steinway Hall, there to receive their in- 
structions. Tickets willbe given out to these 
men all day Monday and Monday evening. The 
next meeting of the Committee of Twenty-seven 
will be heid to-morrow night, and next week it 
is expected that they will be in session each 
evening.

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NAIHANIEL SANDS’S PART 
See 
IN NEW YORK’S MUNICIPAL . HISTORY 
UNDER THE TWEED RING. 

The announcement in yesterday’s TIMES 
that Nathaniel Sands had a claim against the 
city of New York of $300,000 and over, which 
he was about to prosecute in the courts, struck 
that portion of the public which still retains a 
vivid recollection of the reign of William M. 
Tweed and his “pals” asarichjoke. The first 
result of the announcement, in fact, was the 
perpetration of a practical joke on Sanda’s coun- 
sel, Col. Ethan Allen. He says he was coming 
down town in the cars yesterday morning when 
he was greeted by a fellow-passenger with the 


exclamation, uttered in what seemed to him an 
unneccessarily loud tone of voice: 

‘Helle! Colonel. Isee by Tuk Times that you 
are engaged in a colossal enterprise.” 

“What is that?” asked the Colonel. 

“Why, THE TIMES says you are going to try 
and turn asand bank intoa gold mine.” 

‘*That’s about the size of it,” replied the 
Colonel, ‘‘and the best of the joke is I think ’u 
succeed. Let him laugh who wins.” 

Peeple who knew Nathaniel Sands of old did 
not look upon the news so much in the light of 
a joke as of being simply a new manifestation 
of the unparalleled *‘cheek” which, they said, 
was always theehief characteristic of Sands. 

“T never in all my life,” said one gentleman, 
*met aman who was so audacious and at the 
same time so plausible as Nathanial Sands. 
The idea that a mav of his smoky reputation, 
who became so notorious in connection with 
the Tweed Ring, should reappear at this late 
day and put in a claim of $300,000 against the 
city is really sublime in itsimpudence. But it 
would not surprise ne at all, Knowing the un- 
certainty of the law, to see him win his suit. 
Yet I should hardly think he would want to re- 
vive the memory of those old times and have it 
rehearsed in print how he hoedwinked the Citi- 
zens’ Asseciation and imposed on Peter Cooper 
for s0 many years.”’ 

The wention of the name of Peter Cooper in 
connection with Sands suggests the idea thata 
large portion of the readers of THE TIMES 
at the present day are ignorant of the part 
that Sands played in New-York’s municipal 
history 15 or 20 years ago, and might be inter- 
ested in a brief sketch of his career. 

For several years prior to 1870 Mr. Sands was 
employed by what was then known as the 
Citizens’ Association as its chief agent in 
looking after the interests of taxpayers, ex- 
posing frauds and malfeasance in the City Gov- 
ernment, and keeping track of legislaton at 
Alvany so far as it affected the metropolis. On 
account of his shrewdness and efticiency he had 
come to be quite a thorn in the ring’s side, 
and caused the gang a great deal of an- 
noyance, particularly in obstructing its leg- 
islutive schemes in Albany. But in the 
Winter of 1870 an opportunity offered to 
capture the watch dog of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation and take him into the councils of the 
ring. Inframing the Tweed charter of 1870 pro- 
vision was made for filling the important offices 
of Tax Commissioners, (four in number) who 
were te be appointed by Controller Connolly, 
with salaries of $10,000 eack. The law provid- 
ing for these appointments was passed by a 
Republican Legisiature, and it made the com- 
mission non-partisan, by requiring two of the 
appointees to be Republicans and two Demo. 
crats. It was said at the time that it was under- 
stood and agreed between the leading 
Republicans and Connolly that the two Re- 
publican members of the commission should 
be George H. Andrews and Chauncey M. De- 
pew, but the necessity of muzzling the agent of 
the Citizens’ Association necessitated a change 
in the programme, and by a secret bargain, al- 
leged to have been entered into between Sands 
and the ring chiefs in a parlor of Congress Hall, 
Albany, in the Winter of 1870, it was agreed 
that at the close of the Legislature Sands should 
be appoiated to take the place of Depew in the 
commission. 

At all events Sands received the appointment 
whether the bargain was made or not, and it 
proved to beagreat surprise to the Citizens’ 
Association. The outside public generally did 
not hesitate to say that Sands had sold out the 
Citizens’ Association to the ring, and the fact 
that he was allowed to furnish places in the tax 
office for three members of his family with sal- 
aries amounting in the aggregate to $16,500 
confirmed this suspicion. But the plausible Mr. 
Sands succeeded in convincing Peter Cooper, the 
head of the association, and a good portion of 
its mumbers that he was offered a position in 
the Tax Comwission as a concession to the Citi- 
zens’ Association and a guarantee that the 
business of that oitice would thereafter be 
conducted “on the square.” feter Cooper 
undoubtedly believed in Sands’s story, and 
he stood by him faithfully until Sands’s trans- 
action with Connelly, which he is now making 
the basis of his claim against thecity. When 
the venerable Peter Cooper heard that Sands 
had received $75,000 of the city’s money for 
negotiating a lean of city bonds he lost all faith 
in his pet and reluctantly abandoned him to his 
fate. To anewspaper interviewer of that day 
he said: “I was completely dumfounded when 
I heard of that transaction, and I at once took 
measures to relieve the Citizens’ Association of 
his standing reproach.” 

This proved to be the endof Sands’s influence 
over the minds of taxpayers and members of 
the Citizens’ Association, and the collapse of 
the T'weed Ring soon after, through the ex- 
posures of THe NEW-YORK TIMES, closed his 
Gareer as a city offlcer, together with many 
other men like him. As stated in yesterday’s 
TIMES. he was sued for the recovery of the 
$75,000 paid him by Connolly fer negotiating 
eity bonds, but the Court of Appeals has finally 
decided against the city, and this decision hus 
emboldened Sands to commence proceedings to 
recover from the city $75,000, with interest, for 
commissions on other bonds which he wanted 
to negotiate, and, as he says, had contracted 
with Connolly, but was not allowed to negotiate. 





A DEMOCRATIC RALLY. 


SOUND TRUTHS FOR THE VOTERS OF 
COBLESKILL. 

COBLESKILL, N. Y., Oct. 24.—The Demo- 
crats of this place had a rally this evening and 
were addressed by First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Stevenson and the Hon. J. J. Linson. 
Gen. Stevenson, in his address, after commend- 
ing the record of the Administration, especially 
in the Land and Pension Departments, discussed 
the tariff at considerable length, reviewing the 
histery of its growth from 1789 down to the be- 
ginuningof the war. He asserted that Repub- 
lican Congresses had gradually repealed the 
internal revenue taxes which hampered 
banks, manufactories, &c., but had done 
nething for the relief of the labor 
ing people, who must still pay war 
taxes upon the necessaries of life. In other 
words, that the 5 per cent. internal revenue tax 
upon manufacturers, from which the Govern- 
ment @erived $127,000,000 annually, had long 
ago been repealed, but still the Republican 
Party insisted that 1t was just for the people to 
pay an average tax to the manufacturers of 
47 per cent. for the latter's “ protection,” and 
their leaders asserted that whisky should even 
be free before the protective system should be 
harmed. He charged the Republican Party 
with inconsistency, and said that the Mills bill, 
proposing but an average reduction of Import 
duties of but 7 per cent., was much more 
moderate than the recommendation of the Re- 
ecarcteine Tariff Commission, which proposed a@ 

orizontal reduction of 20 per cent. 

Upon the question of the surplus Mr. Steven- 
80n asserted that the Republican Senate had 
long contended there was no surplus, but when 
its substitute for the Mills bill was prepared 
the Republiean Senators argued that they had 
prepared a measure which would relieve the 
Treasurv of $75,000,000 annually. The speaker 
then referred to the articles which the Mills bill 
had proposed to place on the free list. Of lum- 
ber, he stated that when Congress assembled in 
1871 (shortly after the great fire in Chicago) 
Gen. Logan introduced in the House a bill pro- 
viding that for one year from its 
passage all building materials should be 
ad mitted to Chicago free of duty. 
This was done to enabie the unfortunate people 
who then needed special assistance to rebuild 
their homes as 6asily as possible. ‘Why did 
not Gen. Logan propose to tax the people of 
Chicago a little more heavily for one year upon 
their building materials? Why aot give them a 
little more ‘protection’ for one year?” asked 
the speaker. ‘‘Simply,” he added, ‘ because 
Gen. Logan believed that the consumer paid the 
tariff duties upon the articles he used, and that 
the way to holp the builder was to remove the 
tax upon the building materials.” f 

Gen. Stevenson stated explicitly the position 
of the Democratic Party in regard to tariff re- 
duction, and denied that the party favored free 
trade. His speech was listened to with much 
interest and was liberally applauded. 





DEMOCRATIO PARADE IN RIOHMOND. 
RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 24.—The Demo- 
cratic parade to-day was a great success, 
Nearly 40 clubs and 600 horsemen were in line, 
and the procession moved at noon, taking the 
principal thoroughfares on the way to the 
speakers’ stand. The parade was nearly an 
hour in passing a given point. The sidewalks, 
windows, and prominent places from which to 
view the parade were thronge’ with people. It 
is estimated that there were 30,000 visitors in 
town, and the crowd on the streets was the 
largest ever seen in the city. The people were 
addressed by Gov. Fitzhugh Lee, Congressman 
Hemphill of Seuth Carolina, Elector at Large 
John T. Harris, andothers. Most of the visitors 
went te the exposition during the afternoon.

APPLES GOING FOR A SONG 


DOMES11IO AND FOREIGN MAR- 
KETS GLUTTED. 

THE FRUIT SELLING AT PRICES WHICH 

LEAVE NO MARGIN OF PROFIT FOR 


THE FARMER. 

Locxport, N. Y., Oct. 24.—The thousands 
upon thousands of barrels of apples lying ready 
for shipment im the buying eentres of the great 
fruit sections of New-York State are beginning 
to move toward the Western markets. The 
buyers of Winter fruit from Boston, Providence, 
New-York, and Philadelphia are making tracks 
for Western New-York. There are few here at 
present. Niagara County fruit is always first 
inthe market, and commands high prices, if 
there are any te be had. The recent flooding of 
the market knocked the prices way down. 
Good fruit brings only a doliar. The crop is 
very large. Buyers just returned from Michi- 
gan, Northern Missouri, and Kansas say the 
same state of affairs exists in the West. The 
crop all over the United States and Canada is 
enormous. One reason of the seareity of buy- 
ers hereabout, whichis so different from the 
state of affairs at this time last vear, is the fact 
that Massachusette, Connecticut, and Vermont 
had a large yield of fruit. 

New-York State apples will be saved for the 
last, as their keeping quality is far in excess of 
that of any other locality in the States or Can- 
ada. Michigan grows very large and handsome 
apples, but they are poor keepers. The Kansas 
and Missouri fruit is of many varieties, but the 
same fault is found withit. Then the freight is 
enormous to ship to Eastern and foreign mar- 
kets. The Western fruit finds a domestic mar- 
ket of its own. 

Apple growers who hoped to realize a small 
fortune on their fruit will be sadly disappoint- 

d. Apples, applies everywhere! Fall fruit 

roughta fair price. Then came the drop, and 
now buyers say that there is so much fruit that 
they could obtain all they want at even lower 
Agures, but are ashamed to ask the farmer to 
jake less. The King apples are mostly 
in demand, but the crop 1s almost through. 
fhe remnant brought only $1 50 to-day in 
Western New-York. There scems to be a 
scarcity in Greenings, if scarcity it could be 
called, and that variety will be next in demand. 
They will bring $1 20 to $1 30a barrel. Bald- 
wings and Russets are so numerous that buyers 
do not seem anxious to teuch them. Ip all 
probability they will bring lese than $1. There 
geems to be no chance for the market te im- 
prove, so great is the supply. The demand in 
the English market was cui ‘ sav) week, but 
recent cablegrams show thet 4932515 an im- 
provement. 

“Why,” said Mr. J. H. Pesston, the head of 
one of the largest Providence, RL, firms to- 
day, “this time last year there were 176,000 
barrels shipped to the foreign markets, whiie 
up to this week between 320, to 335,000 
barrels have been put on the English market. 
What is the consequence? The prices are low. 
They had a good market over there and told us 
to ship all we could. They did net imagine we 
could give them so much and last week cried 
quits. I see by cablegrams to our heuse to-day 
that York State fruit is bringiag but $2 25 to 
$2 50 in Liverpool Canadian apples bring a 
trifle better on acceunt of theif smooth, oly, 
and handsome color. I think the English market 
could be boomed if there was net so much fruit. 
Five years ago I had apples bring between $8 
and $10 a barrel at auction in Liverpool.” 

The manner of selling fruit by the commis- 
sion houses of Liverpool, London, Glasgow, 
and Edinborough was explained. When the 
fruit arrives it is docked, and no time is lost by 
the consignee in disposing of it. The fruit is 
divided into slacks, tights, and wets. The 
slacks are those barrels where the fruit rattles 
around, and brings less than the tights, which 
is supposed to be prime fruit. The barrels are 
seldom opened and emptied. The commission 
firm then auctions them off according to the 
grades noted above. The wets are presumably 
those apples that are damaged, or sweat dur- 
ing the voyage over. A trick often resorted 
to by some of the foreign firms is to 
take a barrel of slacks, remove the head 
and put in a few sound apples,and a prime barrel 
of tights is the result. Thus,}thejbarrel brings the 
leading price. In this way, onarecent shipment 
of a carload of apples, 160 barrels, a saving of 
$35 was netted the shipper. Very few houses 
in Engiand will do this, and there is need of a 
large consignment house there that will take 
American fruit, sort and pick apples over, and 
put them on the market in geod condition. 

It costs to put a barre! of Western New-York 
apples in the market on the other side nearly $1. 
A barrel to Liverpool after sale at auction costs 
80 cents, and at London 95 cents. There are 
charges for dockage, drayage, commission, and 
discount on our money. This is a point that 
Americans have never raised, and as a matter 
of international courtesy we have never charged 
a discount on English money in any form. 
There will be plenty of apples used at home and 
abroad {this year, but the prices may be low. 
Telegrams to loeal commission men announced 
the arrival within a week of a smailarmy of 
puyers, bcth for the foreign and domestic market, 
in the East. These buyers are after Winter ap- 
ples. 

Many of the farmers see 80 small prefits in 
their crop that they prefer te shake off the fruit 
and cart it to the evaporators, of which there 
are 200 or 300 in this country alone. This 
industry is of recent growth, having sprung up 
within the last two or three years. It is, in 
substance, drying apples. These apples tind as 
ready a market as the ripe and sound fruit, 
both at home and abroad. It is still growing, 
and there are thousands of dellars invested in 
itin Western New-York.

A BIG MORTGAGE FILED. 


San FRANCISCO, Oct. 24.—The Southern 
Pacific Company filed in the Recorder’s ofiice to- 
day a deed of trust to the Central Trust Com- 
pany of New-York, conveying to the latter for 


the purpose of securing payment of a mortgage 
of $38,000,000 all the property of the railread 
company, and also the property of branch roads 
which have been amalgamated with it. The 
deed of trust declares that the branch roads have 
turned over all their property to the Southern 
Pacific, and the  latier assumes all 
dovis and liabilities, and that to secure payment 
of these debts the Southern Pacific Company 
will issue 38,000 bonds of $1,000 cach. To se- 
cure these bonds the company will create a 
sinking fund, and after the year 1898 will pay 
$20,000 per month out of the net income of the 
railroad and eontinue until the debt is paid.

Police and reporters were quickly astir. It 
was evident thata tight was arranged for the 
Carolina aide. Constable Everett of Beech 
Island was armed with a warrant, and patrolled 
the Carolina side, while similar papers were 
swors out before Judge Eve and placed in the 
hands of officers, Jones and Ford had reached 
the city in the morning at 7 o'clock, 
and, securing a carriage, drove in the 
direction ef one of the ferries above the city.

MANITOBA GAINS A POINT. 





BUT A CONFLICT I8 FEARED TO-DAY IN 
WHICH BLOOD WILL BB SHED. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 24.—Chief- 
Justice Taylor this morning gave judgment dis- 
solving the injunction obtained by the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad to prevent the Northern Pacific 
Road crossing its line. The judgment caused 
the greatest excitement, all believing that the 
courts would uphold the position of the Cana- 
dian Pacitic Road. When the announcement 


of the Chief-Justice’s decision was made the 
Canadian Pacific Road authorities immediately 
began to reinforce the strong guard they have 
kept at the pointof crossing, and inside of an hour 
had sent to the scene of anticipated conflics 
about 300 men, all sworn to protect the com- 
pany’s property against trespassers. Telegrams 
were sent all along the line summoning sec- 
tion men, navvies, &c., and General Superin- 
tondent Whyte informed Tue TiMkrs’s reporter 
that by morning he would have an armed force 
of 2,000 men on the ground. 

During this afternoon attorneys of the Cana- 
dian Pacific applied for another injunction 
on different grounds from those on 
which the former one was obtained and were 
granted it. The Northern Paeific, backed by 
the Manitoba Government, are weary of these 
legal tacties, and announce positively that the> 
will instruet their track layers te eross the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad track to-day, and 
will protect them with an armed force of sey- 
eral thousand citizens. Premier Greenway 
issued proclamations this evening calling 
on all good and loyal citizens to en- 
list, and large numbers responded. These will 
proceed to the scene at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and a cenfilct will then in all probablit 
take place unless the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road forces weaken. This is not likely, because 
the employes of the company eannot, with a 
long Winter before them, afford to throw up 
their positions, as they believe that to disobey 
the company’s orders would mean their dis- 
charge. 

A mass mesting of citizens was held this even- 
ing, when resolutions were passed indorsing 
the Government's position of assisting thejNorth- 
ern Pacific, and tendering their moral and phy- 
sical support. 





THURMAN OFF ON ANOTHER TOUR. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 24.—Judge Thur- 
man, with his son Allen W. and a couple of 
newspaper men, started out on another political 
tour from Columbus at 2:15 o’clock this after- 
noon. Others who were on the train and were 


invited guests of the Judge in the private ear 
were G. M. Peters and wife of Columbus, Mrs, 
J. OC. Hopple of Cincinnati, Dr. C. B. Hubbard 
of Tifflin, and R. M. Allen of Dayton. The Mid- 
land Road seemed anxious to keep up its good 
record for fast travel, and made few and short 
stops. About 100 residents of Mount Sterling 
greeted the Judge, who bowed to them from the 
window without leaving his chair. There was 
no attempt at a demenstration, nor was there 
at Washington Court House, whereafew people 
about the station watched the car with interest. 
Fabina gave a somewhat novel style of demon- 
stration. Fully 100 scnool children were on the 
platform, and they indulgedin a rivalry to see 
whether Thurman or Harrison weuld be cheered 
the more heartily. 

G. P. Thorp, Secretary of the Clinton County 
Democratic Committee, boarded the train at 
this point to ask the Judge to show himself on 
the platform at Wilmington, and upward of a 
hundred peeple gave cordial greeting when that 

lace was reached. No speech was made, the 

udge simply explaining that Jack of time 
would not permit a speech, but some chat was 
indulged in with the crowd concerning the 
weather, the crops, and politics, and one of the 
crowd gave an excellent imitation of a rooster 
crowing as the train pulled outamid laughter 
and mixed cheers. A few people at Blancester 
were about the station to see the Judge, but he 
was at lunch and did not appear, neither did he 
appear at stations along the way, there being 
no formal demonstrations. On the arrival of 
the train 1n this city a couple of hundred people 
cheered at the sight of Mr. Thurman. The 
Judge was at once driven to the Grand Hotel, 
where he held an informal reception during the 
evening.

THEY STRIPPED THE YAORTS. 

Yesterday Justice Welde, in the Hariem 
Court, held William, alias ‘Farmer,’ Glynn in 
$1,000 bail for trial for stealing four overcoats 
worth $50 from Ernest Sulzer’s yacht Crescent, 
at the foot of One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street. Michael Ammend was held for stealing 
a skiff from David Cenlin’s boathouse, foot of 
East One Hundred and Twenty-tirst-street, 
Pawn tiekots for the coats were found in Glynn's 
possession. Ammond was found in the stelon 
boat, and jumped overboard, but was captured. 
Glyno is the head of a gang of river thieves 
that have perpetrated ipany robberies. They 
were driven trom the footof East One Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth-sireet by Detectives 
Price and Mott, and located in a cove back of 
the dog pound at East Ono Hundred and Firat- 
street. There are six catboats and rowboats 
now in the cove awaiting claimants. 

After the September regatta ef the Harlem 
Yacht Club, the thieves stole everything of 
value on Commodore Lalor’s Peerless, the 
Anthony J. Allaire, the Charles Welde, the Zoe, 
the Terese, and the Mystery. They stripped 
these of flags, clothing, cutlery, lanterns, 
and the prize pennant, 45 feet long. Joseph 
Golden’s boathouse, at the foot of One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth-street, and Conlin’s boat- 
house were robbed. Tho Lotos Club’s rooms 
at tho foot of One Hundred and Nineteenth- 
street were despolied of bathing and athletic 
suits and implements. The gang also raided 
canalboats and schooners. Glynn began by 
stealing boatloads of bones from Ward's Island, 
jJanding the plunder at high tido when a large 
sewer emptying at the foot of One Hundred and 
Tenth-street to Fifth-avenue could be entered.

Niblo’s to supervise and direet. Mr. Daly never 

intrusts his business in connection with the 

stago or his plays to anybody but himself. He 
is his own stage manager as well as his own 
business manager, and the great success 
which has attended his theatre, placing 
it in the front rank of the dramatic 
institutions of this or any other land, is princi- 
pally due to this characteristic of his manage- 
ment. The new play will be done at Niblo’s, 
precisely as it would be doneif produced at 

Daly’s, under his personal supervision, and 

every detail of the business of the stage will be 

rehearsed and directed by him, so that when the 
play is produced it will be emphatically a Daly 
production, though of an entirely different char- 


acter from that with which Mr. Daly’s own.

It isin four acts, and the aim of the 
author has been to iliustrate the uader current 
of social life as well as the evil under current 
which is a powerful elemeut of human nature, 
Mr. Daly was very busy when a TIMES reporter 
called on him yesterday and asked him to give 
some idea of his new play and the circum- 
stances under which he was induced to write it, 
but he Managed to explainin afew words the 
main features of the piece and to give a very 
interesting history of the play, work on which 
was begun 10 years ago, though it is only now 
to see the ligat. Mr. Daly said: 

“Whon I wasin London ten years ago, I was 
approached by Mr. Chatterton, who was then 
Mmunager of Drury-Lane Theatre, and asked to 
furnish him a local melodrama to follow the run 
of the Christmas pantomime at that house. At 
that time [ thought I wasin a pesition to com- 
ply with his request, and we talked the matter 
over between ourselves. I had an idea of com- 
bining in one play the powerful sensations of 
my two old dramas, “A Flash ef Lightning” 
and “Under the Gaslight,” sensations which 
had made both pieces very successful, and by 
the combination of which I thought I could pro- 
duce a melodrama which would be very effective 
when presented to a Lendon audience. My 
idea was to mold the effects inte an 
entirely new wrod and to build up the sketches 
of character which were illustrated in my eld 
plays, investing them with acoloring local to 
London, and making such additions of char- 
acters as the situation should suggest. I laid 
my plans before Mr. Chatterton, and they met 
with his approval atonce.

I was nos willing, however, to havea 
work of ny own presentet unless I was on the 
spot to direct the production, aud so I declined 
ail offers, as it was simply impossible for me at 
that time to leave my theatre here and xo to 
London on such an errand. The play, therefore, 
remained unfinished until a year or two ago, 
when some of our home managers approached 
me for permission to revive “The Fiash of 
Lightning.” Then the story of my London ex- 
perience with the unfinished play was recalled 
to me, and I came to the conclusion that | might 
as well complete it. I did s0, and offered it to 
Mr. Gilmore of Niblo’s Garden, and that ise the 
history of ** The Under Current.” 

“Mr. Gilmore,” continued Mr. Daly, “seemed 
to like my idea of the play so well that he has 
set aside six weeks of the time at Niblo’s for its 
run, andit will be produced there on Nov. 13.

THEY MEET AND TALK OVER 


*“paYS AND DOINGS OF ‘48. 

‘* Stevenson’s Boys,” otherwise known as 
the First Regiment of New-York Volunteers to 
the Mexican War, held a reunion at Martinelli’s 
restaurant in Fitth-avenue last night, and after 
dinner talked over the good times they had in 
1848 while on garrison dutyim tho gold State. 
There were only about a seore of the grizzled 
veterans present, but they ssemedendowed with 
perpetual youth, 80 bright were their memories 
and witty their jokes. They had, of course, all 
sorts of contradictions concerning individual ac- 
tions to smooth over,but as}politics were tabooed 
they kept the peace In a most exemplary, un- 
soldier-like fashion. About the dining hall 
Were nuug banners and flags, all bearing some 
inseripticn of timeor place cherished in the 
memories of the assembly. These served as 
texts tothe speakers, and they were potent 
ones to arouse recollections. 

Francis D. Clark, as President of the New- 
York Association, presided, and with him at the 
guest table were Gen. Stewart Van Vliet of 
Washington, H. A. McGlenen of Bosten, Major 
A. N. Kenaday of Washington, Secretary of the 
National Association, and Nelson- Taylor, Jr. 
Among the other persons present were C. A. 
Washburn, Judge Demas Strong, Dr. G. Q. Col- 
ton, Smyth Clark, L. L. Lombard, L. L. Merehant, 
J. E. Nuttman, John Wolsh, Joseph Evans, Dr. 
A. J. Ward, Thomas J. Wells, and A. B. Ludlow. 

President Clark made an address of welcome 
to the guests, and made a brief reference to the 
history of the regiment. Then he read a letter 
from Col. J. D. Stevenson, the original com- 
Mander, now 88 yearsold, and in San Fran- 
cisco, in which the old soldier wrote pathetieally 
of his advanced years andthe possibility ef 
not being able to greet them at the next anni- 
versary. Major Kenaday told of the relations 
which the First Regiment bore to the National 
Association of Mexican War Veterans, and then 
Gen. Van Viiet spoke of the campaign of 1848 
and its extraordinary results. A letter from the 
Secretary of War to Col. Stevenson, authorizing 
him to organize the First Regiment, was read 
by President Clark, and was received with 
great applause. Other speeches were made by 
Judge Strong, Mr. Taylor, and Mr. Washburn.

MR. COOMBS NOMINATED AND 
“ARCHIE” BLISS RETIRED. 
DEMOCRATS SEIZE THE OPPORTUNITY 
AFFORDED THEM IN THE THIRD 

CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 

The Democrats of the Third Congressional 
District, Brooklyn, took advantage of the fight 
among the Republicans over the Wallace nomi- 
nation last night and nominated William J. 
Coembs. the tariff reform candidate of the 
Citizens’ Committee. The convention met in 
Liberty Hall, at Nostrand and Gates avenue’, 
and was called to order by W. B. Daven- 
port. Thomas J. Malloy of the Seventh 
Ward was elected Chairman and William 
J. Courtney of the Twentieth Ward nomi- 
Dated Mr. Coombs. He urged the delegates to 
forget that Mr. Coombs had always been a Re- 
publican and to remember that he is new an in- 
dependent, who firmly believes in tariff revis- 
ion. He warned them that they now had ar op- 
portunity such as never would occur again to 
elect a Congressman from one of the largest 
and most intelligent constituencies in the coun- 
try. In Mr. Coombs they would have an excep- 
tional candidate; a man who understands the 
tariff question “from A to Z,” and one whose 
personal cllaracter and ability are excellent. 

Bir. Courtney aroused much enthusiasm, and 
after several delegates had seconded the nom!- 
nation Mr. Coombs was chosen by &@ unanimous 
vote. Acommiuttes of flve was appointed 
notify him of his pomination. The candidate 
will issue his letters of acceptance of both the 
Democratic and citizens’ nominations to-day. 

The dissatisfaction over Waliace’s nomina- 
tion is increasing daily. The only Republican 
papers in the city, theTzmes and tho standurd- 
Cnion, cast slurs upon him dally, and announce 
that he will be supported by them solely be- 
cause he isthe party nominee. The last Le- 
publican to Genounce Wallace is ex-Assemb y- 
man William H. Waring, who said yesterday: 

‘Tama party man and shall vote for Wal- 
lace, but I cannot refrain from denouncing tis 
Inethods by which he was nominated. It was 
the worst species of bossism ever perpetrated in 
Brooklyn. Here was Wallace, elected as a dicic- 
gate to the convention and pledged to stand by 
Benedict, and yet secretly betraying the latter. 
I know for a fact that Wallace sent a letter to 
Beard on the day of the convention, In which 
he said that he would be unable to act as a dele- 
gate, as he was going out of town, and yet ali 
this time he was at the Oxford Club waiting to 
hear of his nomination. I tell you the Third 
District is lest.” 

The taritt reformers won another victory ir 
the Fifth District, where Archibald M. Bliss, th 
present representative, was retired. The so 
Treason was his vote against the Mills bill. 
fought hard against this decree, but when the 
couvention met last night at 541 Bushwick-a\ 
nue ne one was found willing to present 
Bliss’s name. Assemblyman Thomas I. Magner 
was nominated by acclamation to succeed Bliss. 
Mr. Magner is a bright young lawyer, not quite 
30 years of age. He was a public school teacher 
and stuéied law at Columbia College.

A PRACTICAL REFORMER. 

William J. Coombs might properly be 
called the tariff-reform candidate ef the Third 
Congressional District, for it has been in the in- 
terests of securing te American manufacturers 
markets for their products in all parts of the 
world that most of his business life has been 
spent, Mr. Coombs is a typical merchant; 
quiet, undemonstrative, yet with much cor- 
diality. He is essentially a man whose success 
has been due to his own erdeavors, unassisted 
by tafluence. 

Mr. Coombs was born in the pretty little town 
or Jordan, Onondaga County, this State, 5-4 
years ago. His father waa Charles Coombs, a 
manufacturer in wsmall way in Jordan and « 
veteran of the war of 1812. Business reverses 
beset the elder Mr. Coombs, and although his 
son had fitted himself for Union Colleges, he was 
unable to attend because he was needed as 
home to help his father. He went straight to 
work and labored steadily in the aid of his 
parents, being engaged part of the time in Syr- 
acuse, where he obtained considerable ex- 
perience in the dry goods business. 

In 1850 Mr. Coombs came to this city with « 
determination to carve out a fortune for him 
self. He entered the employment of Arnold 
Woodward, Son & Co., dry goods merchants, « 
40 Cedar-street. He gave up bis situation there 
in 1856 and began a thorough study of the po 
sibilities of sevuring a market for goods o* 
American manufacture in foreign countric 
He found that not only could such @ trade be 
opened, but it might be maintained with great 
profit. With this knowledge and @ small cay- 
tal he joined partnership with Joseph H. Adams, 
under the firm name of Joseph H. Adams 
Coombs, and began business at 283 Pearl-street. 
For 13 years this partnership continued, pros- 
perity tollowing nearly every venture and en- 
couraging them in new and more daring ones. 
Mr. Coombs saw the greater possibilities for 
exporting opening on every side, but his part- 
ner being more ‘conservative, the former 
thought it advisable to separate from his asso- 
ciate, 80, in 1870, Mr. Coombs formed a new 
firm, Henry I. Crosby and Ulysses D. Eddy be- 
coming his assoelates. 

A determined eilort was at onee begun to ad- 
vance the exportation of American gods, ail 
relations were opened with houses in Cuba anu 
the West Indies. The trade extended gradually 
down the west coast of South America, and now 
the firm does business in 52 colonies and 
countries, having agents or correspondents in 
almost every civilized land. The present candi- 
date tor Congress has spent enormous sums of 
money in pushing American wares every where, 
and now he is convinced by experience that 
there is no limit to the possibilities of competing 
with foreign goods at every commersial port in 
the world, save .n products in the composition of 
which enter woolor copper, or where iron and 
steel are a large proportion of cost. He has had 
demoustrated to him, too, that articles of 
American manufacture which require the most 
labor most easily cempete with those of foreign 
countries. 

While Mr. Coombs has never accepted any 
political ofilcs, he bas always been interested iu 
the municipal affairs of Brooklyn. He took an 
active interest in the campaign ot Mr. Low for 
Mayor, and it was he who practically secured 
the tirst nomination of the reform Mayor. He 
was also very active in the opening of rapid 
transit in Brooklyn, urging tie running of the 
roads, Which was long delayed, by hard work 
among men of influence with whom he was 
friendly. it was only last Autumn that he read 
@ paper, Which was widely.quoted, before the 
Commonwealth Club in regard to Mayor 
Hewitt’s famous message concerning rapid tran- 
sit. Mr. Coombs is not a imember of any political 
organization, but is one of the charter members 
of tne Oxford Club and belongs to the Lincela 
and Commonwealtn Clubs. He is also one of 
the foremost members of the Rev. Dr. Cuyler’s 
church, Mr. Coombs was, during President 
Gariield’s Administration, on familiar termg 
with the President and Postiuaster James of 
this city. When the latter was appointed Post- 
master-Géneral Mr. Coombs began the move- 
ment which resulted in the appointment of Mr, 
Pearson as Postmaster of New-York. With the 
business experience which ne has had to support 
him in his proposed policy as Congressman from 
the Third District, Mr. Coombs wiil favor a 
tariff! reform all the while heis in the House of 
Representatives and will be «an uncompromis- 
ing opponent of any policy which is pronibitive 
oft the extension of American trade 1n all parts 
of the world, 

Mr. Coembs has repeatedly made statements 
of opinions relating toa revision of the taritf, 
and some of his ideas have formed the basis of 
the campaign arguments of many prominent 
speakers. One of his pubiished explanaiiens 
why he advocated the admission of raw mate- 
rials free into this country was priated in 
the Brooklyn /ayle of Oct. 13. Init he told 
what he had actually found in his business re- 
lations with foreign countries, and how serious- 
ly American trade with them would bo ham- 
pered—in many cases kilied—by a taritf such as 
the Republicans propose. This articie has be- 
come a valuable campaign document, and has 
been widely circulated in the iaterests of Dem- 
ooratic national saccess.

Everybody who goes about town must 
have remarked within the last day or two 
the unusually large number of adult male 
persons of color to be met with in the 
streets and public conveyances. The season 
is not especially favorable for pleasure 
traveling, and it is not unnatural that this 
irruption of persons of African descent 
should be connected with the approaching 
election. It is much to be feared that ma- 
licious and evil-disposed persons are en- 
deavoring to baffle Col. QUAY’s generous 
and unselfish plan to present the people of 
this city with the novelty of ‘an honest 
election.”

It would be wellif their efforts were 
also directed to the prevention of bribery 
and to its exposure and punishment when- 
ever committed. Itis disgraceful that an 
election should depend on a crowd of con- 
scienceless and venal voters, whose only 
use for the right of suffrage is to secure a 
few dollars for its exercise, and all decent 
people ought to unite to make the disrepu- 
table business unprofitable in Indiana and 
elsewhere. 














The purchase by France of Lient. GRay- 
DON’s invention for firing dynamite shells 
from powder guns adds one more to the 
many instances in which foreign Govern- 
ments have availed themselves of the mili- 
tary devices of American inventors. But 
the Graydon projectile was far from being 
neglected by our authorities since they 
gave it three official tests, twe in Cali- 
fornia during the Summer of 1886, while a 
third was conducted last December at 
Sandy Hook, Favorable reports were 
made upon all these trials, that of the 
Ordnance Board being especially elaborate 
in its description of the trial at Sandy 
Hook. Our Government is not very apt, 
however, to lay out upon the patent rights 
of an invention of this kind a sum like the 
$500,000 which Francs is said to have 
paid for the Graydon shell. The ability to 
use safely dynamite as the explosive charge 
of projectiles in powder guns is greatly de- 
sired. In the experiments at Sandy Hook, 
a steel projectile weighing 122 pounds, dis- 
charged from a 7-inch wrought-iron rifle, 
contained less than three pounds vf dyna- 
mite. This is a very small charge compared 
with that which is used in the projectiles 
of the pneumatic gun. Still, it was pro- 
pelled by 23 pounds of powder, and was 
fred point-blank at the target, thus secur- 
ing a horizontal shell firing which the 
pneumatic gun does not give. One of its 
shells also fell at sea at a distance esti- 
mated to be over four miles. The use of the 
invention by its French owners will be 
watched with interest. 








The Parnell inquiry was expected to be a 
most exciting proceeding: In fact it has 
thus far been noteworthy for nothing but 
extreme dullness. An anomalous tribunal 
like the commission cannot, perhaps, be ex- 
pected to get under way at once, but 
the commission has been in session for 
some time and nothing of the least interest 
has come of itsdeliberations. It is evident, 
however, that the inquiry is to be thor- 
ough, as was to be expected from 
the comprehensive character of the 
work with which the commission was 
intrusted, and that implies that it will go 
far toward being interminable. Plainly, 
the Times has already published all that 
it knew about the case, if not something 
more, and it relies upon the disclosures that 
are to be made under the authority of the 
commission to justify the publication. This 
will give the inquiry so wide a range that 
the commission has its work laid out for 
many months to come. 








THE VALUE OF LABOR AND ITS COST. 

Whatever may be the view of the present 
tariff taken by politicians it is becoming 
very plain that in reality it has three chief 
effects. One is greatly to enrich a very few 
capitalists who, by patents and by combi- 
nations, control certain highly-protected 
products; a second is greatly to increase 
the cost of all the manufactures using these 
products as material, and thus to shut them 
all up to the home market; a third, and this 
is perhaps the most important and the 
most mischievous of all, is to increase the 
cost of living and diminish the demand for 
labor and its compensation, thus burning 
the candle of the poor at both ends. It is 
this effect of the tariff that should appeal to 
the great body of workingmen in the United 
States whose votes are to determine next 
month whether the tariff shall be revised 
now in a conservative but sound fashion, or 
whether it shall be kept up until the people 
in their anger wipe it out at one blow. 

Against the simple fact that we have here 
stated, the advocates of the high tariff make 
but one answer, which is that a high tariff 
makes high wages and a low tariff makes 
low wages. The only way in which it is 
pretended that a high tariff can make high 
wages isthat by giving greater profits to 
the employer it enables him to pay more for 
labor. But there are two facts to be con- 
sidered in connection with this statement. 
One is that if the employer can pay higher 
wages he does not pay them, but gives his 
men just what he is forced to give, and 
not a cent more. This is shown by the 
statement of Mr. BLAINE, that while 
cotton mills in Massachusetts work their 
hands 60 hours, those in other parts of New- 
England work them more hours and pay 
less wages. All these mills enjoy the same 
‘»rotection;” all have the raw material 
free of duty; all draw their supply of labor 
from the same general sources. The differ- 
ence in pay and in the amount of time ex- 
acted from the hands is therefore due, not 
at all to the tariff, but to other causes 
which may be summed up in two—a greater 
demand for Jabor in Massachusetts and 
better labor for the higher rates, which in 
the end is cheaper to the employer. Or, to 
put it in another form, whatever higher 
wages the Massachusetts operatives get is 
due tc theirown merit and to the condi- 
tions of business where they aro employed. 
It is not due to the generosity of their em- 
ployer, nor to his being able, on account of 
the tariff, to pay more wages. Neither of 
these things has anything whatever todo 
with it. 

This same simple truth applies just as 
strongly to the pay of labor in the United 
States and in other countries. The rate of 
wages is higher here because the labor is 
worth more, produces more, and is therefore 
more profitable to the employer. On the 
one hand, as the rate of wages. is not deter- 
mined by the tariff, so, on the other, a re- 
duction of the tariff would pot cause a re- 
duction of wages. On the contrary, 16 
would give the materials of manufacture at a 
lower cost, invite investment of capital in 
manufactures, increase the demand for la- 
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bor, and either increase the rate of wages 
or give steadier employment, which 
would give the workmen more money 
in the year than they now get. 
This is the reason why workingmen 
should vote for the party that promises 
to reduce the tariff and net for the party 
that threatens to maintain it at its present 
rates, or to increase it. If any workman 
doubts that our manufacturers could, with 
cheaper material, compete with foreign 
manufacturers, let him siudy carefully the 
facts given in the tables of Mr. Consul 
SCHOENHOF in our columns this morning. 
He will see there that itis not the eost of 
labor that makes the manufacturer afraid 
of foreign competition, for while wages here 
are higher, labor is actually cheaper. 

Take, for instance, the woolen mills af 
America and England. Here a weaver will 
run two dress goods looms, in England he 
will run but one; here he will turn out in a 
week 300 yards of cloth, in England he 
will turn out but 105. In cheviot cloth 
one American weaver on one loom willin 
one week turn out 120 yards, in England 
he will turn out only 80 yards. Thus, 
while wages are higher here labor is cheap- 
er, but the wool that goes into the looms is 
made dearer by the tariff, and for that rea- 
son, and that reason only, foreign manu- 
facturers are able to send to this country 
over $17,000,000 worth of dress goods a 
year. Onthese goods the people pay over 
$12,000,000 duties. If the wool were free, 
with the cheaper labor of America, this 
$30,000,000 would be spent for dress goods 
made by American labor, while at the same 
time the markets of the world would be 
profitably sought by our manufactures. 

In: the making of ingrain carpets, for 
which Mr. SCHOENHOF gives the figures, 
the same truth comes out. The duty on 
carpet wool is useless to any one; none is 
grown in this country; it is atax on the 
manufacturer and consumer pure and 
simple. But as the wool is all of 
one sort, the foreign maker does not 
have so0 great an advantage in the 
market. What he has is overcome by our 
better labor and machinery, and he cannot 
send carpets here. His weaver can only 
turn out from 72 to 120 yards; the Ameri- 
can weaver turns out from 180 to 240; his 
labor in a vard of carpet costs 41, cents; to 
the American it costs from 4 to 51gcents, or 
practically the same. But if the duty were 
taken off of wool our manufacturers could 
send their carpets all over the world, and 
the operatives in the woolen mills would 
find the demand for their labor constantly 
increasing. 

The facts as to cotton goods, as to boots 
and shoes, as to silk, as to steel rails, are 
given in Mr. SCHOENHOF’S tables. They all 
tell the same story. ‘They all show that the 
workingmen have nothing to lose and much 
to gain from a.reform and reduction of the 
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MR. GRANV’S PROMISES. 

The letter of Mr. HuGH J. GRANT aecept- 
ing the Tammany nomination for Mayor is 
a rather skillful bid for confidence and sup- 
port. If fair promises were afull assurance 
of what an administration of the city’s 
affairs under his official guidance would be 
there would be little left to be desired. He 
made one serious slip, however, from his 
tone of dignified assurance of virtuous pur- 
poses in singling out Gen. NEWTON for 
attack. He said, without any justification, 
so far as we know: ‘Recent develop- 
ments justify the suspicion that the fav- 
oritism which has disgraced the admin- 
istration of the Department of Public 
Works in the past is still tolerated, if not 
encouraged. Contracts, it appears, have 
been awarded without public competition 
through a systematic evasion of the law.” 
Gen. NEWTON very properly resents this 
attack and calls for the evidence on which 
it is based. There is every reason to be- 
lieve thatit is baseless. Gen. NEWTON’Ss long 
and faithful public service, his freedom from 
partisan affiliations, his independence of 
character, and assured integrity in his pres- 
ent office will retain for him the public con- 
fidence which Mr. GRANT seeks to shake, 
and the assault will do the aspiring candi- 
date no good. 

The pervading characteristic of Mr. 
GRANT’S letter is a recognition of the de- 
mand for anhonestand eflicient administra- 
tion of municipal affairs. This recognition 
is a significant tribute to the power of public 
opinion, and to its present healthy tone, and 
‘the fact that such positive promises to meet 
the prevailing demand are deemed to be the 
strongest bid for popular support shows the 
gain that has been made through having an 
honest and efficient administration already 
established. No candidate could hope to 
win who should not promise to maintain 
one equally good. But promises are easily 
made, and a good administration 
not difficult on paper. Mr. GRANT shows 
a very fair appreciation of the city’s needs 
and of the requirements of the office to 
which he aspires. He declares that he is 
“‘deeply conscious of the crucial impor- 
tance to the peopie of this city of an honest, 
vigorous, and intelligent administration of 
the City Government,” and if elected it 
would be the chief aim of his administra- 
tion ‘‘to so conduct the public business 
that the people of this city will for every 
dellar of the public treasure expended 
obtain an adequate increaso in the public 
property ora proper addition to the public 
convenience.” THe also pledges himself in 
selecting municipal officers to ‘ prescribe 
no other test than honesty and special 
capacity for the offices to be filled” and to 
be guided ‘‘solely by a determination to 
secure for the people the very highest order 
of public servants that the citizenship of 
the county will afford.” 

Allthisis very general, and it may be 
that Mr. GRANT’S present intentions are all 
that he professes. He is personally an hon- 
est and public-spirited gentleman. But it 
will be noticed that he nowhere says any- 
thing about political considerations. He 
will not be ‘“‘moved by considerations of 
personal friendship” nor “affected by any 
individual preferences,” and he gives ex- 
cellent reasons why it should be satisfac- 
tory to him to invite public confidence by 
giving the city a good administration. But 
there is nothing about the party claims 
that he would have to mret. The diffi- 
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deal with the power that has made 
him a candidate and seeks to .make 
him the Mayor of the city. He tries 
to induee the belief that Tammany, 
which he assumes to be the Democratic 
Party of the city, can be safely intrusted 
with the control of public affairs because 
he has virtuous intentions. He declares no 
independence of its dictation, and no pur- 
pose to resist it if 1t should be exercised. 
With his position asa Tammany man and 
his professed belief in the virtue of the 
Tammany organization and its capacity for 
honest and efficient government it is fair to 
assume that his course would be in accord 
with its will. He implies his belief in 
party responsibility for the City Govern- 
ment, and says that he is the candidate 
of the Democratic Party ; and there is every 
ground for assuming that his administra- 
tion would be controlled and directed in 
the secret conclaves of Tammany Hall. He 
may yield personal friendship and indi- 
vidual preferences, but it will be to the 
leaders of his party. He may prescribe 
no tests but honesty and capacity, but he 
will not do the prescribing; he may desire 
to secure the highest order of public. serv- 
ants, but he will have no doubt that such 
are to be foundin the Tammany organiza- 
tion, and that those selected by its ruling 
power will be the best. 

In short, there is nothing in this letter to 
remove the apprehension that the election 
of GRANT would simply mean the full res- 
toration of Tammany to the control of the 
municipal administration, and the very nat- 
ure of its constitution and discipline, the 
methods by which its power is maintained, 
would require that the offices and patron- 
age of the city should be at its command. 
Mr. GRANT may believe that that is not 
inconsistent with honest and efficient gov- 
ernment, with appointments for honesty 
and capacity, with all the good purposes 
which he announces, but the people of this 
city have every reason for not sharing his 
confidence in that organization. The result 
ef its rule would disappoint the hopes which 
the candidate seems to cherish and which 
he seeks to inspire in the public. All 
his intentions and promises would inevita- 
bly come to naught through a power 
stronger than his will. He would be in no 
position to withstand it, and could not suc- 
cessfully resist it if he tried. The only 
safety for the city’s interests is to refuse to 
turn them over to the keeping of any party 
organization. Theopportunity is presented 
in Mr. HEWITT’S candidacy. He would be 
subject to no such mighty pressure, and 
good appointments and an honest and ef- 
ficient administration would be a certainty 
if he were elected, not merely a matter of 
promise or of hope doomed to almost cer- 
tain disappointment. If the people of this 
city allow the political complications of 
this canvass, with its conflicting desires 
and fears, to aftord a cover for Tammany’s 
return to power, they will have occasion to 
regret it when they have only the results 
of municipal administration to contemplate. 








COL. QUAY’S “ HONEST ELECTION.” 

Col. Quay, the Chairman of the Republic- 
an National Committee, is to be congratu- 
lated upon the early opportunity that has 
been offered him to prove that-it is not as 
an official partisan but as a good citizen 
that he is opposed to frauds in elections. 
His appeal to the ‘‘business men” to pro- 
vide funds forthe purpose of securing an 
henest election in this city was followed 
by a really munificent offer of $2,000 fer 
tho first conviction of fraudulent registra- 
tion, $1,000 for the second, $500 for the 
third, and $250 for each succeeding. 

If these rewards had been claimed for the 
detection of persons obtaining a frandulent 
registration in order to vote for CLEVELAND, 
skeptical men would have denied that Col. 
Quay had any interest in the purity of the 
ballot, and would have pointed out that 
his work as a missionary of political purity 
was exactly in the line of his work as Chair- 
man of the Republican Committee. It 
must be especially gratifying to him to 
be enabled to confute these critics by 
promptly paying over the $2,000 to the 
detective who has secured the conviction of 
arepeater of Col. QUAY’s own party who, 
if he had not been detected and imprisoned, 
would be prepared to cast no less than 
four Republican votes. It is but natural 
that the official zeal of the detectives 
should be greatly quickened by the hope of 
such handsome rewards as those promised 
by Col. Quay. In fact, itis entirely possi- 
ble that but for the offer of these rewards 
this criminal would have gone unpunished 
and undetected. Col. Quay, therefore, 
when ho hands over the money, will held 
the noble attitude of the Chairman of a 
National Committee whose love of right- 
eousness is so much stronger than his inter- 
est in his party that it leads him to pay for 
suppressing votes for HARRISON and Mor- 
TON at the rate of $500, per vote. 

Of course the prompt payment of the re- 
ward in this case will stimulate the ener- 
gies of all the detectives in the city, ama- 
teur and professional. The danger from 
fraudulent registration is not that it is very 
difficult to detect, but that it is not worth 
anybody’s while to detect it. Col. Quay 
has completely obviated this danger, and it 
is for this that he deserves the thanks of all 
the citizens of New-York, in addition to the 
testimony of an approving conscience. If 
fraudulent registration has been practiced 
on a scale so extensive as to threaten to 
affect the result of the election a payment 
of $25 for each case would make the work 
of detectionavery profitable labor. It would 
richly pay a detegtive tomake investigations 
if he secured a conviction only in one 
case out of ten. There has been so little 
difficulty in this case that it is probable the 
second and third rewards will speedily be 
claimed, and persons designing te colonize 
themselves as fraudulent voters on the last 
days of thé registration are likely to become 
very wary of carrying out their design. It 
is possible that the fund at the disposal of 
Col. QUAY may fail before the prosecutions 
are concluded. In that event it would be 
the duty. and ought to be the pleasure, of 
the Democratic Committee to come to the 
rescue of the Republican Committee and to 
renew the offers of reward. 

However that may be, the Chairman of 
ths Republican Committee has already vin- 
dicated the unselfish and unpartisan char- 
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acter of his labors for an honest election. 
There are few men whose devotion to ab- 
stract justice isso great that it will lead 
them to abandon their homes and personal 
interests in order to purify the politics of a 
city of which they are not inhabitants. In 
Col. QuAY’s case this spirit of self-sacrifice 
is tha more marked because he is the chief 
executive officer of one cf the contending 
parties, and he might be pardoned, by a 
Board or otherwise, if his zeal'for that party 
led him to overlook for the time the im- 
portance of purifying the politics of New- 
York. The Chairman of a party com- 
mittee paying for the suppression of 
illegal votes on his own side at the rate of 
$506 a vote presents a spectacle as unique 
asitisinspiring. Itis to be hoped and ex- 
pected that the detectives will supply Col. 
QuAY with further and ample opportunitiss 
to demonstrate how much more anxious he 
18 that the election should be honest than 
that it should be won by his own party. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Corneiius N. BuIss, the 
Chairman of the committee to which the 
task of paying out the “purity fund” 
was assigned, must see that delay in paying 
the first reward will defeat the patriotic 
purpose of Col. Quay. . There 1s no dispute, 
apparently, about the facts of the case, cer- 
tainly none about the conviction of the re- 
peater, and there should be no difficulty 
about the establishment by the detect- 
ive of his claim to the reward, if he 
has really earned it, which nobody: ap- 
pears to deny. If he has, the prompt- 
est possible payment will have the best 
effect in stimulating the energies of the 
detectives with reference to attempts at 
fraudulent registration on the last two days. 
The conviction itself was a creditably 
prompt piece of work, and it should be fol- 
lowed by equal promptness in the payment 
of the reward. Ifthere is any delay, Col. 
QuAY should impress upon Mr. BLIss anew 
the importance of an honest election, and 
the tact that he himself is equally opposed 
to fraud and immoral conduct of all kinds, 
whether it is intended to benefit CLEVE- 
LAND or HARRISON. 








MR. COOMBS’S CANDIDACY. 

The narrow majority of 172 by which 
STEPHEN V. WHITE found his way into the 
House of Representatives in 1886 as the 
representative of the Third District (Brook- 
lyn) would have been overcome if the Re- 
publican voters of the district had had a 
fuller knowledge of the excellent character 
and standing of his Democratic opponent, 
Mr. JAMES D. BELL. In the present con- 
test the altogether unsatisfactory nomines 
of the Republicans meets an opponent with 
whose abilities, business experience, and 
force of character his own slender merits 
cannot be for a moment compared, and 
as Mr. Coomss distinctly represents the 
strong tarift reform sentiment of the dis- 
trict, with which Mr. WALLACE, so far as 
he has been able to meet a sudden demand 
for opinions upon a wholly unfamiliar sub- 
ject, is known to be in Gisagreement, 
with reasonable zeal on the part of the 
former’s supporters this important district 
will be won. 

Two years ago Mr. BELL in one of his 
speeches made some comments upon a cam- 
paign effort of Corp. TANNER. “I have no 
need,” said he, ‘‘to talk about the bloody 
shirt—I wore one.” And it may be said of 
Mr. Coompss that his long business career 
furnishes the best answer to the charge 
that as a tariff reformer he is seeking to de- 
stroy American industries, for as an export- 
er of domestic goods he has for years been 
engaged in the practical promotion and 
encouragement of American manufactures. 

In another column we give a sketch of 
the business record of Mr. Coomss, The 
firm of Coomss, CrosBy & Eppy sends 
American goods to fifty-two foreign coun- 
tries and colonies, and Mr. CooMBs’s expe- 
rience convinces him that “ those articles 
of American manufacture which require 
the most labor most easily compete with 
those of foreign countries.” <A leaf from 
such a record must, with sensible voters, 
outweigh a ton of forged ‘ free-trade” ex- 
tracts from English papers. 

The interest he has taken in the welfare of 
Brooklyn and the aid he has given to projects 
for promoting its growth and improving its 
government ought tocommend him to the 
citizens of the district. He did much to 
make the election of Mayor Low possible, 
and he has given substantial encourage- 
ment to the rapid transit schemes which 
have so largely increased the population of 
Brooklyn. Mr. CooMBs isacitizen of the 
best type, a business manof energy and 
intelligence. He is worthy to be the rep- 
resentative in Congress of so exceptiomally 
intelligent a constituency as that of the 
Third District. 





COASTWISE WATERWAYS. 

Admiral Lucr’s cruise in the steam 
launch Vixen across New-Jersey by canal, 
and thence by way of Annapolis to Nor- 
folk, is likely to be used in the next session 
of Congress as an argument for the opening 
of an interior line of waterways for the 
defense of the Atlantic coast. The trip in 
question, however, did not disclose the ex- 
istence of any unsuspected means of water 
communication. It hasalways been known 
to be practicable to enlarge the New-Jersey 
canals until they should be capable of ac- 
commodating war vessels, and also to en- 
large one of the canals running through 
the DismalSwamp. It has also beenclearly 
possible to cut a canal between Chesapeake 
and Delaware Bays. But the question is 
whether the many millions sf money which 
these projects require would be ag well laid 
out asin protecting the coast and harbors by 
forts and by ships. On this point the trip 
of the Vixen can hardly throw muck light. 

This project of an artificial line vf coast- 
wise waterways is certainly ambitious, 
taking in as it does the whole Atlantic 
and Gulf seaboard from Massachusetts to 
Beginning in Massachusetts Bay, 
it would cut the Cape Cod isthmus from 
Barnstable Bay to Buzzard’s Bay, at Sand- 
wich. This plan has already been under- 
taken under a State charter by a private 
company, which doubtless would not ob- 
ject to pecuniary help from Congress. Long 
Island Sound already furnishes a eempleie 
interior waterway to New-York Harbor. 


Thence the route would extend across. 
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present canals wide enougk and deep 
enough to accommodate war vessels. Then 
comes a canal to connect Delaware and 
Chesapeake Bays. For this no fewer 
than seven routes have been surveyed, 
the points chiefly considered being 
those of cost, length, ability te use existing 
streams, and freedum from ice blockades. 
There is now a canal in operation across 
the Peninsula less than fourteen mules 
long, and using the waters both of Elk 
River and Back Creek. The six other pro- 
posed routes are the Sassafras, Southeast 
Creek, Centreville, Qneenstown, Wye 
River, and Choptank. The cheapest of 
these is the Sassafras, with an estimated 
cost of $8,000,000, while the dearest is the 
Centreville, $41,500,000. Surveys by army 
officers have inclined either to the Sassafras 
or Choptank route, and the latest of the 
reports favors the Choptank as being the 
more southerly and less in danger of block- 
ade by ice. There is a choice between two 
Choptank routes, one costing $16,506,000 
and the other $18,250,000. 

Proceeding down Chesapeake Bay the 
next stage of the proposed inland reute 
would be in Southeastern Virginia, enter- 
ing at Elizabeth River and passing by an 
enlargement of the existing Dismal Swamp 
Canal route or the Albemarle and Chesa- 
peake route to and through the system of 
sounds along the North Carolina coast. 
Artificial tidewater connections could be 
made between the Neuse and Cape Fear 
Rivers at an expense of $6,700,000, accord- 
ing to an estimate given eight years age by 
Capt. PxriLiips of the Engineer Corps. 
Thence the route would pass through the 
bays and sounds of South Carolina 
and Geergia to Florida, where a canal 
would be cut through to the Gulf of Mexico. 
This would be one of the most expsnsive 
parts of the proposed plan, an estimate 
made of the cust by a private company 
formed for cutting it being $46,000,000, 
while some calculations greatly exceed that 
amount. From that point the system would 
proceed throngh the lagoons and bayous of 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
and Texas, to the mouth of the Rie Grande. 

It will be seen that this project is suffi- 
ciently extensive to rally to its support a 
great variety of geographical interests, in- 
cluding nearly or quite all the Atlantic and 
Gulf States, Doubtless it would be urged 
both on commercial and military grounds. 
The latter would seem te be somewhat re- 
mote, or rather it would appear strange to 
lay out $100,000,000 in merely establish- 
ing routes for the conveyance of war vos- 
sels from one point to another when the 
Fortifications Poard only asks the same 
amount of money or less for defending all 
the great harbors along this very same line 
by heavy guns in armored forts, and by 
torpedoes and floating batteries, without 
needing to rely on procuring assistance 
from adjoining posts. Four years ago a 
board consisting of Gen. NEWTON and Gen. 
GILLMORE of the army and Lieutenant- 
Commander McCa.ua of the navy madea 
preliminary report on the proposed water- 
way route and asked foran appropriation 
for examining the remainder. The main 
advantages are undoubtedly commercial, 
but Congress may well hesitate before 
going into the canal business on so vast a 
scale. Itshould be noticed that three of 
the most expensive parts of the proposed 
route—the Cape Cod, Chesapeake, and 
Florida Canals—are all now under the 
charge or the consideration of private cor- 
porations, organized to coustruct them as 
ordinary business undertakings.

Any support that 
Mr. ERHARDT receives outside of the ma- 
chine vote influenced by the dealers will 
be the most fatuous and melancholy exhibi- 
tion of partisanship that even the annals of 
New-York politics can supply. 











The final decision. of Surrogate RANSoM

If it is under- 
stood that these contests, which have no 
substantial ground, will simply result in 
imposing all costs upon those concerned in 
them, there will be fewersuch attempts to 
be bought off by settlement of pretended 
claims. When such contests are got up by 
attorneys for the purpose of sharing in the 
possible plunder, Surrogate RANSOM 
threatens to impose the costson the attor- 
neys themselves. He ia doing a public serv- 
ice by his efforts to put a stop to proceed- 
ings of this kind. 
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There is one class of laborers in Pennsyl- 
vania, the stronghold of the “ protec- 
tion” army, whose eyes have been opened 
tou the fact that a high tariff does not 
and cannot inure to the benefit of the 
toilers for bread. The iron ore miners 
along the lineof the East Penn Railroad, 
some seven hundred in number, have for 
years voted the Republican ticket, but this 
year a canvass shows that scarcely a dozen 
of them will stand by the party which has 
wheedled them solong. Twelve years ago 
these men received from $2 to $2 25 a day 
for their labor, but now they cau earn by 
the hardest work only from 60 to Sd cents 
a day. The ore which they mine is 


“‘protected” from foreign competition 
by a tax of 75 cents a ton, and en 
the theory of the high-tariff people 
this tax should at least have prevented the 
reduction vf their wages, if it did not result 
in increasing them. The miners have seen 
the men for whom they work grow rich by 
pocketing the proceeds of this “protec- 
tion,” while they have grown steadily poor- 
er, until now they are reduced to a cendi- 
tion little better than slaves, It is folly, in 
the face of these facts, to try to make these 
men believe that a high tariff is for the 
benefit of workingmen.

OPERETTA AT THE CASINO. 

When Christopher Columbus set the egy 
on end every one said that it was an easy thing 
to do when the way had been pointed out. 
When W. 8. Gilbert wrote the libretto of 
“ Princess Toto,’”’ which was known in London 
before the “ Piratesof Penzance” was produced 
here, people said that it fully exposed the 
methods of the author and that all sorts of imi- 
tations of his work would follow. Strangely 
enough, bowever, the publie discovered that the 
Gilbertian style of humor was not easily 
imitable and the expected copies were not forth- 
coming. In short,it was found that the only 
man who could readily imitate W. S. Gil 
bert was himseif. The talented libret- 
tist continued to fellow his own ideas 
through several operettas, and in “‘Iolanthe,” 
“Patience,” and ‘‘The Mikado” he displayed 


cleverness and ingenuity beyond eyen what his 
earlier works had led us to expect. D’Oyly 
Carte killed the chances of ‘lolanthe” for 
enormous popular success by charging increased 
prices for reserved svata during its perform- 
ance; but it was a delightful work and deserved 
as jong arun as that of “Patience.” In “Rud- 
adygore” Mr. Gilbert scored a distinct and un- 
qualified failure, and the geperal opinion in 
this eity was that this failure was due 
te bis attempt to make peopnle merry 
with solemnity carried to an absuraé extreme. 
Mr. Gilbert has, te a certain extent, tried this 
plan again in “The Yeomen of the Guard,” now 
running atthe Casino. English reverence for 
the blood-stained old Tower of London may be 
a@ pregnant subject for satire in London; in 
New-York the burlesque tragedy of the operetta 
losea its point through the lack of national ac- 
quaintance with the matter burlesgued and be- 
comes heavy-footed seriousness. This is one 
reason—perhaps the chief reason—why the 
first act up to the entrance of Jack 
Point and Elsie goes . without an_ en- 
couraging smile and with but the feeblest 
pretense of courteous applause. When the jest- 
er makes his appearance the aspect of affairs 
brightens somewhat. But Mr. Gilbert speedily 
makes the pace slow again by eausing his jester 
to fall into the disfavor of the Lieutenant of the 
Tower through his repetition of stale jokes. Un- 
fortunately the jokes are quits as stale to the 
audience as they are to the Lisutenant, and 
hence the hearers sympathize with him whils 
they do not laugh at Jack Poiwi. Itis unreces- 
Sary to go further into a_ eonsiderstion 
of the qualities of Mr. Gilbert’s un- 
wonted gloom; but it must be added 
that an attentive second hearing of the work 
does not reverse the opinions expressed of the 
jibretto in this place after tha initial perform- 
ance. It has its bright spots, aud it has a neat 
little plot, with some romantic intereat; but itis 
by no means as funny as the books written in 
the author’s old familiar «tyie, which, thouch 
nu0: infinite in variety, custom did not stale nor 
uge wither. 

The music of Sir Arthur Sclitvan is much bei- 
ter than the libretto of bis aassciate. We aro 
accustomed to expect from Sir Arihur a copious 
and easy flow of gracefui and buoyant melody, 
and that we get less ef it In this work than wo 
have had heretofore is due to the lymphatic 
gruesomeness of tle subject Matter. hers are 
delightful nuimbers ia the operstta, which were 
mentioned in the first review of the work. 
They bear repetition extremsly welland will 
doubtless become familiar through the agenct 
of the abused piano of the home circle and the 
amateur soprano who takes no trought of the 
great hereafter. They will also be buitch- 
ered to make a “‘threatrical holiday 
by the remorseless entr’'acte orchestra. 
The music of the operstta is toani- 
festly the work of an accomplished 
musician, who uses ihs stock in trade of his 
profession with uncommon imgenuity and with 
an unfailing view to effect. The scoring, as we 
have said before, is admirable, and it is excel- 
iently interpreted ty the Casino orchesira, 
which ia composed vf competent players. The 
company of actore amd sctresses engaged in 
the work, though net distingvished for vocal 
talent, is onthe whole ciever. Mr. Ryley and 
Mr. Solomon provide most of the humor, while 
Mr. Hallam and Miss Ricci do most of the sing- 
lug. Miss Urquhart deserves a word of praise 
for her performance of Dame Carruthers. itis 
much the dest thing she has dene. 

“The Yeomen of the Guard” is a financial 
success. Fashion has set its sealof approval 
on it, and the Casino is crowded nightly with 
brilliant audiences. The names of Gilbert anil 
Sullivan bave not lost their attracti:g power, 
and every one will go to hear the cperetta once 
atleast. It has been handsomely meuated and 
the stage pictures are brilliant. Mr. Aronson 
has left nothing undone that con!ld contribute 
to the success of tae work. and though itis not 
what we expected, it will dondtlass prove to bs 
@ profitable investment.

THE DAMAGED WEST POINT TUNNEL. 

KINGSTON, N. Y., Oct. 24.—The cav«-in in 
the West Point Tunnel, on the line of the West 
Snore Railroad, it is stated, is more serious than 
at first reported.

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THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 


MR. BLAINE NOT DELIGHTED 
WiiH HIS RECEPTION. 
PHILADELPHIA REPEATERS TAKE FRIGHT 
—FRAUD GUARDED AGAINST AT ALL 
POINTS—-THE HEAVY REGISTRATION. 

Mr. Blaine came to this city yesterday 
afternoon in Gen. Alger’s private car, accom- 
panied by his 80n Walker, Gen. Adam King, and 
Congressman Boutelle of Maine. He was un- 
doubtedly greatly disappointed by his reeeption. 
No one was at the Graud Central Station to 
meet him and hardly any one called upon him 
at the Fiith-Avenue, except Thomas C. Platt, 
Gon. Husted, and “Pav” Ford. None of the Re- 
publican N tional Committee called. In the 
evening, by previous arrangement, he 
went, accompanied by Walker Blaine and the 
ever-faithfui * Pat” te the National Republican 
headquarters to review the parade of the Jobn 
J. O’Brien Legion. Nota person connected 
with the National Committee was there to re- 
ceive him. Mr. Blaine was deeply mortified. 
“Pat” Ford ran over to the Everett House and 
found Col. Dudley, whom he knows very well 
Col. Dudiey is the Treasurer of the National 
Republican Committee. Col. Dudley came over 
and entertained Mr. Blaine. Senator Quay 
remained at the Everett House talking with 
“Bil” Leeds and members of his Kitchen 
Cabinet. To-night Mr. Blaine will be the prin- 
cipal speaker at ‘‘ Pat” Ford’s meeting at Mad- 
isen-Square Garden. There is already a quarrel 
among the Blaine Lrishmen over this meeting. 
John Devoy and P. H. McNamee, * Pat” Ford’s 
rivals in his affeetions, are very angry at the 
preference Mr. Blaine shows for Ford’s society, 
and they are aimost ready tojcome eut for Cleve- 
land and Thurman. 

There were indications yesterday that many 
of the “repeaters” who have come Into this city 
to sweli the Republican vote by false registra- 
tion and illegal voting are abeut to the 3 : 
without trying to accomplish their objects. The 
prompt measures which the Democratic man- 
agers have taken for their arrest have alarmed 
them, and the prompt arrest and conviction of 
Gordon has made a_ deep impression. 
Some of them are likely to get into 
prisen for other offenses than false registration 
if they do not take care. They are an unruly 
and restless set, and will not stay indoors and 
out of sight as they were expected todo, They 
infest the streets, especially Sixth-avenue, and 
the police, who know all the habitual loungers 
by sight, have already noticed the great influx 
of strangers, black and white. 

Col. Brice, Mr. Murtha, Col. Fellows and In- 
spector Byrnes have had a consultation over 
this matter of illegal registration—aceomplished 
and to be attempted—and all the information 
which both the National and State Committecs 
have gathered has been placed in Inspector 
Byrne’s hands. He has obtained warrants for 
the arrest of several of the offenders. The 
same course has been adopted in New-Jersey. 
Jersey City is overrun with repeaters, who, it 
is believed. were brought there with the inten- 
tion of using them in both States—New-York 
and New-versey. 

Postmaster-General Dickinson left for Mich- 
igan last evening, in company with Congress- 
man §. 8. Sox. Mr. Cox wiil speak in that State 
until the end of the campaign, and so will 50 
more Democratic orators. Mr. Dickinson, just 
before he left the city, assured a reporter of 
THE TIMES that Michigan’s 13 Electoral votes, 
it seemed to him, would be cast for Cleveland 
and Thurman. 

William C. Hudson, ths Secretary of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, has the repu- 
tation of being an expert political statistician. 
He has been somein considering the registra- 
tion in Kings County, and yesterday he said: 

The increase of 29,3583 in the registration of 
Kings County over the registration of 1854 is nota 
eurprise to those in the county who haye watched 
the wonderful growth of Brooklyn. This growth 
has veen very largely in the Sixteenth, Seven- 
ternth, Eighteenth, werty-first, ‘| wenty-third, 
and Twenty-tifth Wards. The Second, Fifth, 
Sixth, Tenth, Twelfth, and Fourteenth Wards have 
been solii Democratic wards for many years. 

The increase in the Sixteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twenty-second. Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, and 
Twonty-fifth Wards, the outlying wards, is made 
up mostly of new-comers, and investigation demon- 
strates that the increase is rnore largely Democratic 
than Republican, with the exception perhaps of the 
Twentr-seconad Ward. The Republican wards— 
those net heretofore 1amed—show only the natural 
increase which would be expected without much im- 
migration. 

The net result of a careful examination is that 
Kings County can be depended upon for a plurality 
for Mr. Cleveland of not less than 20,008. His 
plurality iu Brooklyn will not be less than 17.000, 
which will be the largest for a Presidential candi- 
date since 1876, when Mr. Tilden got 18,090.

THE LOCAL SITUATION. 

Things are becoming lively at the Citi- 
zens’ Committee’s headquarters. ‘‘Strikers” 
have already found the place out, but have net 
yet made their presence obnoxious, as the suave 
Mr. Harvier does not give them much encour- 
agement. So they have begun some long dis- 
ance “striking,” the character of which is in- 
dicated by this letter, received yesterday: 

Sire: I gee that you have renominated Abram S. 
,Hewitt for the Mayorality of New-York. I must con- 
fratulate you on the same and hope for his Realec- 
tion. I amin the Real Estate Business, and have 
property all over the City; also, I own the Block of 
Property on 3d ave. bet. 38 and 39th street. I can 
influence my tenants for him. Heping to have 
Mayor Hewitt callon me to my office as J am open 
every evening for arrangements. 

The gentlemen who have charge ef Mayor 
Hewitt’s campaign are occasionally disgusted 
by this sort of communication, but the bulk of 
the letters that reach them are cheering to thew. 
They have no doubt of Mr. Hewitt’s election, 
and are certain that he will get at least one- 
quarter of the wholenumber of Republiean 
votes. But their visiters are more sanguine. 
Ex-Alderman John Morris, who has many 
times been talked of as a Republican candidate 
for Mayor, is confident that Mr. Hewitt will pe 
re-elected. He said yesterday: ‘There is no 
man in the eounty who ean beat him. He will 
get 50 per cent. of the Republican vote. Iknow 
what Iam talking about. It 1s nonsense to say 
that the Republicans will vote asa unit for their 
party candidate. The only vote the leaders can 
hold is the ‘machine’ vete, and for lack of 
patronage, that is much smaller than in 1884. 
Remember my words,” said Mr. Morris, in con- 
elusion, ‘‘the old man in that office will be re- 
elected.” Interviews had with 80 Republicans 
on Tuesday and 67 yesterday shewed that one- 
third of them will vote for Mr. Hewitt. 

The Purroyites finally infermed Hugh J. 
Grant yesterday that they had indorsed his 
eandidacy. Ex-Senator Joseph Koch made the 
speech of notification, telling him that they 
were impelled to indorse him ' because he had 
unselfishly made his election subordinate to 
that of the national ticket. Mr. Grant made a 
short speech of thanks, and said he weuld 
probably write another letter of acceptance. 

The County Democracy’s ratification meeting 
this evening at Cooper Unien will eT be 
the biggest held during the campaign. at- 
tling speeches will be made by Congressman 
Crane and Col. John R. Fellows, and resolutions 
with a ring to them have been prepared by 
Nelson J. Waterbury, Corporation Counsel Beek- 
man, and ex-Mayor Cooper 

Whether Tammany and the County Democracy 
in the Tenth and Eleventh Congressional! Dis- 
triets are going to unite is still an unsettled 

uestion. In the Eleventh District the County 

emocracy have put in nomination Jobn Quinn. 
The Tammany Convention in the Tenth District 
met twice and appointed a committee to confer 
with the “ Counties” and if pessible get them to 
indorse the Tammany neminee in the Tenth if 
Tammany would indorse the County Dem- 
ocrat in the Eleventh. It met again last 
evening. Leicester Holmes, the Chairman 
of the Conference Committee, reported a failure 
to come to terms with the County Democrats, 
bus expressed a belief that an understanding 
would be arrived at to-morrow. It was moved 
that the convention adjourn again to await the 
decision, but the motion was lest. The conven- 
tion thought Tammany had something else to 
ao besides dancing attendance on the County 
Democracy. Gen. Francis B. Spinola was then 
renominated by acclamation. It is confidently 
expected by the Tammany men that the County 
Demeoraey will iadorse the nomination in ex- 
change for an indorsement for Mr. Quinn.

The Tammany Assembly and Aldermanic Con- 
ventions of the Nineteenth District met last 
night and nominated John Connolly for Assem- 
bly and Cornelius Daly for Alderman. The 
County Democracy Assembly Convention in 
the same district nominated Thomas E. Mo 
Gowan. In the Fifteenth District the County 
Democracy renominated Charies A. Hermann 
for the Aasembly. In the Ninth Distried the 
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County Demecracy renoxinated John Martin 
for the Assembly, and the Tammany Conven- 
tion renominated William H. Walker for Alder- 
man. Indorsementa were exchanged.

Lawrence Gronlund, the Socialist lecturer, will 
speak for Coogan this evening at Webster Hall, 
in East Eleventh-street.

TAX PEOPLE AND MAKE THEM 
HAPPY AND PROSPEROUS.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I will now continue to expose the mon- 
strosity of the Senate Tariff bill which proposes 
to inflict the most unheard-of taxes on the hard- 
working and peor people’s necessities. 
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The Mills bill makes the above goods 40 per cent. 
ad valorem. Wages to operatives in woolen nilis 
is 16.08 per cent. 

Why don’t the Republican tariff spouters 
wave their Senate Tariff bill, which was to muke 
the issue against the Mills bill, in defiance in 
the faces of the tariff reformers? Why do they 
allow me, who haa fought this villainous idol of 
Baal for 21 years, to expose this monstrosity % 

Let the great people, the hard-working tax- 
payers, refiect that the very inventors and pro- 
posers of a tariff change which is to make 
everybody happy and prosperous are studiously 
keeping from the people their own work simply 
beeause they dare not and cannot defend it. 
Now, let me lift the ourtain and show this vil- 
lainous tax in its full imposition. 

Woolen knit goods made on knitting frames 
means, among other things, of course woolen 
or worsted hosiery. The unit of value on the 
lowest class of this goods was in 1887, about 
18.7 cents per pound, or say 18% cents. The 
duty at present is ou such goods 10 cents per 
peund and 35 per cent. ad valorem, which 
brings itup to 88.33 p recent. But, protection 
which loves the people, came to the conclusion 
that real happiness is pot to be obtained in 
88.33 per cent. preteetion, so they put it up 
simply on changing the classification to ‘258.33 
per cent,” 

Oh! you blind, tax-ridden people of this fair 
land! do youfully understand what 258 per 
cent. means? It means that you have to pay 
for 212 dozen or for 30 pairs of wool stockings in 
order to get 12 pairs. The olvilized world can- 
not stand such a monstrous tax on necessaries 
of life. But while the cheap goods are taxed 
high the rich man’s goods are of course dealt 
leniently with. Accerding to this Senate bill, 
if the finest worsted or woolen hosiery used by 
the rich should cest, say, $2 a pound abroad the 
duty would be exactly 65 per cent. 

The present duty on goods known as balmo- 
ral, costing abroad 36% cents per pound, is 
changed trom 12 cerita per pound and 35 per 
cent. ad valorem te 40 cents a peued and 45 per 
cent. ad valorem, or from 67.72 per cent. to 
154.05 per cent. That is the pillfor tne hard- 
working men’s goods. But when it comes to the 
rich man’s balmorals, that cost abroad $1 32 per 
pound, (asit did in 1887,) then the rise in 
duties is very mild, and only amounts to 75.11 
per cent., instead of 66.35 per cent., asit is now. 
And this ig in perfect harmony with the Repub- 
lican tariff system. 

The tariff as it is proposed to carry it on in 
future is ‘‘autocratie,” which means the lash 
or knout for the ‘‘ canailie,” er working classes, 
but the velvet robe for the boyards or rich, 
Let anybody imagine the row and outcry there 
would be if you were to tax a basket of cham- 

agne costing $12 abroad, say, 250 per cent., or 
B30; orif the rich had to pay $2 50 taxena 
bottle of champagne. But the poor people 
muat feel happy, according to the policy of Re- 
publicanism and protection, to be taxed 258 per 
cent. on the cheapest grade of woolen hosiery.

OONFIDENT BROOKLYN DEMOCRATS. 

In the last two days the men who are 
managing the Demooratic campaign in Kings 
County have become very cenfident. They 
began work on a canvass of the county two 
weeks ago, and from the situation as disclosed 
by it they are confident that President Cleve- 
land’s plurality will net be less than 20,000. 
‘**Boss’”’ MeLaughlin is the most contidentamong 
them. He places the plurality for the national 
ticket at 23,000. “I base my calculations 
largely on the enormous registratien,” he said 
yesterday, “and the large number of men natur- 
alized this year. Of the latter there have been 
nearly 6,000. Our canvass shows that fully 
two-thirds of the increase in registra- 
tion is Democratic. The new wards on the out- 
skirts of the city are Delng settled by poor peo- 
pile and not by rich ones. The heuses going up 
In those districts are flats, not mansions, anc 
my experience shows that a majority of the 
dwellers in tiats are Demoerats. 

“Another thing that encourages me is that, 
after a careful investigation, we have been un- 
able to find any great desertions among laboring 
men en account of the free-trade scare. None 
of them are making more than a bure living un- 
der protection, and it takes more than a cam- 
paign cry to frighten them. They had their 
eyes opened when the Senate introdueed a pill 
reducing the tarift $70,000,000 a year, and per- 
ceived that that body had been forced to action 
by the demand for lower taxes. It is now only 
a@ questien of whether the Republicans shall be 
allowed to steal the Democratic thunder or not. 
Oh, there’s no doubt Mr. Cleveland will get over 
20,000.”’ 

William A. Furey felt confident the party 
would sweep the deck, and put the plurality at 
20,000. So did James Shevlin, the righthand 
man of McLaughlin. He theught the local 
ticket weuld get 15,000. 





THE MOVEMENT OF WHEAT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 24.—The move- 
ment ef wheat by farmers im the Northwest 
has fallen off tosuch an extent that there are 
small accumulations added to the stocks in 
country warehouses and elevators. There is 
still something of a blockade of cars in the 
yards of this city, but that trouble ia muen less 
than a week ago. There were yesterday 1,785 
cars in the yards of four reads, distributed as 


follows: Six hundred and sixty in the yards 
of the Maniteba, 600 in the Milwaukee 
yard, 400 in the Northern Pacific, 125 side- 
tracked by the Omaha. These cars now in the 
bleekade have many of them been brought 
in from side tracks at country stations, where 
they had been held awaiting room in this oity. 
As fast as room has been secured the cars have 
come in, and the ceuntry side tracks are about 
cleared up. With the smaller movement less 
trouble is expected in the future. Tho wills 
hers now and for some time have been turning 
out about 300,000 barrels of flour daily. On 
the baagis of four anda half bushels of wheat to 
the barrel of flour, it takes 275 cars of wheat 
daily te keep the local mills in operation. The 
shipments of wheat take about 100 ears daily, 
and adding shipments to the daily local con- 
sumption calls for 375 cats of wheai to meet the 
regular daily demand. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 

A. W. Carl, editor of the Evening Leader, at 
Biughawpton, N. Y., expired suddenly at his home 
last evening. 

Jobn Trageser, for many years preminent in 
the copper trade of this city, died Tuesday at his 


home, 237 West Seventy-first-street. Mr, Trageser 
was born in Bavaria in 1822. He came to this coun- 
try when in his eighteenth year and embarked in 
the copper manufacturing industry, with which he 
was connected nearly all his life. At the time of 
his death he was President of the Jobn Trageser 
Copper Works, whose principal office was at 447 
West Twenty-sixth-street. 


Ludwig Hugo Keller, who died Tuesday at 
his home, 1,057 Lexington-avenue, was for many 


years an importer of watch and clock materials in 
this city. Born in Ueroe ee. Germany, in 1832, 
he settled in this city in 1853, and went into busi- 
ness with his brother-in-law, G. A. Huguenin, with 
whom he was associated until June, 1873. Mr. 
Huguenin retiring, Mr, Keller then formed a co. 
partnership with F. J. Boesse, which continued 
until 1876, when Mr. Keller assumed entire control 
of the business, At the time of his death his ware- 
rooms were at 64 Nassau-street.

TARIFF TALE FOR MEN WHO WORK, 


A QUESTION BETWEEN CAPITAL AND 
LABOR. 
XLII. 


Much has been said in recent years about 
the interests of labuoruand capital being the same, 
and much has been said abuut their being an- 
tagonistic. In generalit depends on the way 
the subject is lookea at, but in the matter of 
taxatioa for protection there is practically but 
ene side toit. In production capital and labor 
necessarily co-operate, and the more harmouni- 
ously and effectively they work togetver the 
greater will be the product. In that sense their 
interests are the same. But the net product of 
their joint application is a certain amount in 
value of those things which are for the con- 
sumption of the community, and in the division 
of the result the more that goes to the profits of 
capital the less will thore be to go to the wages 
of labor, and vice versa. In that sense their in- 
terests are antagouistic, and all the contests 
between them are for an adjustment of their 
respective shares of the proceeds of their jeint 
production. 

It is sometimes claimed that labor does all the 
producing, but that is a quibble. Te make labor 
most efficient, that 1s,to enable it to turn out 
the largest product, there is need of buildings, 
tools, machinery, aud a supply of materials to 
workupon. Strictly speaking these are capital, 
or, a8 18 More Commonly assumed, they are fur- 
nished by capital in the shape of wealth which 
is the product of previous iabor. This capital 
contributes to production, for it increases the 
amount that can be accomplished with the same 
labor, and its owners, who are presumed to hays 
acquired it by giving some equivalent, are en- 
titled to their fair share of the product for 
its use. Thereis also need of skillful manage- 
ment and financial administration to make any 
industry profitable. This is really labor ofa 
certain kind, but it is usually furnished and 
controlled by the owners of the capital. Now, 
the ouly real question between these 
two forces under ordivary circumstances 
relates to the share which each is to 
have in the proceeds of the industry. 
Capital must have a fair profit, or it will give 
up the industry and go into something else. If 
the rate is low all around, its accumulation and 
use will be discouraged, and that will be baa for 
labor, for labor can certainly get moreina union 
with capital on a fair division of the proeeeds 
than it can get without that union. But labor 
1s also entitled to its fair share of thé proceeds, 
and it has generally been at a disadvantage in 
its effort to secure it, because capital has been 
concentrated in few hands and controjled by a 
high degree of intelligence, and has held the 
position of greatest power. Labor is perfectly 
right in claiming to be an equal party in de- 
termining the terms of co-operation. It can be- 
come so only through union and organization, 
and especially the development of intelligence 
anda full understanding of the conditions om 
which capital and labor work together. 

So in thia contest hetween capital and labor 
for a fair division of the proceeds of their joint 
product capital has the advantage at best. Its 
owners are few and united by self-interest; they 
are not dependent on the immediate and coutin- 
ous use of their capital; they have more expe- 
rience and knowledge and greater power, while 
the owners of labor are numerous and not very 
coherent, cannot easily wait for better terms, 
and often lack knowledge of their just rights 
and ability to enforce them. This inequality of 
advantages and of power is greatly increased if 
the Government is enlisted on the side of capi- 
tal and shapes legislation in its interest. When 
it comes to that there is areal injustice done 
from which laboris the sufferer. It is certain 
that no tax which takes away a partof the prod- 
uct of a country’s labor can have the effcct of 
increasing the amount of that product. It may 
change the lines of production and transter pro- 
ceeds from one industry to another; it may make 
one man’s business profitable at the expense ef 
another’s or that of many others, but it cannot 
in any given set of conditions increase the total 
amount of production. Therefore it cannot re- 
sult in giving more to both capital ana labor, 
and if it gives more to one the other must get 
less. 

Which is it that gets the increase where 
taxes laid by the Gevernment increase the 
price of products without iucreasing the 
amount? Taxes for protection were originally 
and have always been an inducement to capi- 
talto enter certain lines of production by a 
prospect of high profits. Tne extra profits are 
necessarily drawn from the general production 
of the country. Workers in some industries 
are taxed to help maintain others. Allowing 
that this is allright, so far as it is necessary to 
maintain industries important tothe country 
and to give capital employed in them a fair 
profit, what is the consequence of making the 
tax higher than is needed for this purpose? It 
Plainly enables capitalists te get more than a 
fair profit. Wherever under our present tariff 
taxes are excessive, as they are in very many 
cases, that is to say, where they are above what 
is necessary for reasonable protection, the 
power of the Government is used to enable 
capital to add to its protits without adding one 
cent to the wages of labor. 

In the overprotected industry itself the wrong 
consists mainly in increasing the power and ad- 
vantage already held by capital over labor and 
making the latter more helpless and dependent, 
though im point of fact the workers in that in- 
dustry share with all others the burden of high 
prices. But the general wrong done is that the 
excessive profits of the favored capitalists must 
of necessity be drawn from the production of 
labor in the country at large. They reduce in 
every employment the share of the preduct that 
gees tolabor. The process is disguised but it 
produces its effect. Hew are these extra profits 
obtainei? By high prices for certain commodi- 
ties, whereby it takes more money to get a cer- 
‘tain amount of them or whereby the same 
amount of money will buy less of them. How 
are the profits paia ? By those who  pur- 
chase the commodities and pay the high 
prices through which the tax operates to make 
consumers contribute excessive profits to the 
favored capitalists. The mass of the consumers 
of the veuntry are its workers, and the tax falis 
on them. ‘The whole system ef protection is for 
the benefit of capital directly and of labor in 
any line er branch only indirectly and 
incidentally, while for the laber of the 
country as a whole it is a burden, pos- 
sibly justified by national benefits originally. 
But its excesses are wholly for the profit 
of capital and wholly at the expense of 
laber, and they increase the advantage which 
capital has over labor in the adjustment of their 
respective stores in the proceeds of production. 
and makej harder the contest for a fair and 
equitable division, This ia a real and legiti- 
mate issue batween capital and labor, and the 
latter should inaist that the Government cease 
using its power in behalf of the stronger of the 
two forces employed in production whose profits 
car increase only at the expense of the weaker.

QUITE A LOT OF MONEY. 


SOME ESTIMATES OF THE BOARD OF AP- 
PORTIONMENT. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday continued its.examination of 
the estimates of departmental expenses for 
1889. It allowed the Corporation Counsel 
$182,544, the Corporation Attorney $15,600, 
the Public Administrator $11,000, and the At- 
torney for the Collection of Arrears of Personal 
Taxes $6,000. Mest of these officials wanted 
somewhat larger appropriations. In examining 
the estimates of the Department of Public 
Works the board found that $218,800 was 
asked for the repair end maintenance of 
aqueducts, or $14,000 less than last year. 
For the maintenance ef boulevards, &o., $125,- 
Q00 was allowed, instead of $150,000 asked. 
Last-year the department got along with $100,- 
000. For the maintenance of the Bronx River 
Water Works, $28,250 was allowed, or 
$3,250 more than last year. For the 
maintenance of free baths, $52,827 was 
set apart, and $20,000 to provide new 
bathhouees. Yor lamps, gas, and eleetric 
—? $706,800 was asked, and $693,500 
allowed. An increase of $16,000 was permitted 
in the appropriation for laying Croton pipes, the 
allotment being $250,000. A similar increase 
was allowed in the appropriation of $100,000 
for repairs of public buildings, one of $2.200 in 
the appropriation of $7,200 tor public hydrants, 
and one of $1,900 in the appropriation of 
$31,400 for removing street obstructions. 

At this point in the proceedings of the board 
Gen. Newton remarked that there were 40,000 
telegraph — that would have to be removed 
at a cost of $4 each. Mayor Hewitt asked if any 
member of the board would move for the appro- 

riation of $160,000 to clear away the poles, 
Nobody moved and Mr. Hewitt remarked jocu- 
larly: ‘“‘Now, you see, gentlemen, that [am 
powerless to remove the poles.” 

Thén the board allowed the Department of 
Public Works $224,125 for repairing or remov- 
ing pipes, stopcocks, &c., and $420,000 for re- 
pairing or renewing pavements. Both allow- 
ances were slightly in advance of those of last 
year. For other work on the streets, new and 
old, $880,000 was allowed, instead of $530,000 
asked for; and for repairing and cleaning sew- 
ers $185,000, instead of $200,000. For olean- 
ing publics offices and equipping them with sup- 
plies $159,900 was allowed. 





A GHOSTLY BOMBARDMENT. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Oct. 24.—The peo- 
ple of Brownsville are greatly excited over the 
bombardment of a residence near’ that town by 
invisible hands. Last Friday night the light- 
keeper’s house at Point Isabel, occupied by Mrs. 
Schreiber, widow of the late keeper, was struck 
by ashower ef shingle nails. The occupants 
paid little attention to it untilthe next night, 
when about dark the shower of nails began 
again, this time more vigorously than before, 
varied by an occasional oyster shell and clod of 


dirt. People gathered,but could not tell where the 
missiles Game from. Last night the bombard- 
ment was continued, brickbats being added to 
the shells and nails, and every now and then an 
eid scrap of iron or copper casting. Mrs, 
Krountze, Judge Lightburn, and several others 
wero struck, and bricks rolled through the 
house or entered at a window. A crewd ool- 
lected, and a Deputy Sheriff from Brewnsville, 
who was sent down to investigate, mado a care- 
ful search, but could discover ne seurce whence 
the shower of missiles came. i 

The superstitious mariners at the Point insist 
that ghosts are the offenders, and say that it is 
because this light, which is of great use to com- 
merce, was put out by order of the Lighthouse 
Board through some ditliculty in acquiring title 
to the land. As it is not in operation, they 
firmly believe a legend that during the war it 
was put out by @ light keeper in league with 
wreckers, and a schvener was enticed ashore, 
and stoutly maintain that tho ghosts ef the 
drowned sailors are kicking up the present 
troublegs ® mark of their disapproval of the 
absenoe of this needed beavon. About 10 years 
agothe house of County Clerk Glaenecke, in 
Brownsville, was similariy bombarded.

ILLEGALLY REGISTERED. 

The Jersey City police claim to have in- 
formation proving that at least 200 names have 
been illegally entered upon the registry lists in 
the Second, Seventh, and Eighth Assembly Dis- 
tricts of that city. The Second and Seventh 
Districts, comprising the old “ horseshoe,” have 
been notorious throughout New-Jersey for elec- 


tion frauds for maby years, and it was largely 
to prevent voting there year after year on the 
names of dead men and non-residents that the 
Personal Registration act was passed. The 
scheming politicians of those districts have re- 
sorted to the expedient of defeating the law by 
registering a large number of non-resident 
voters, or fictitious names. Upom the eom- 
plaints brought to Chief of Police Murphy’s at- 
tention yesterday 50 warrants were issued. 
Only three or four arrests were made, 

In the nature of things the police would have 
much difficulty in loeating men who register 
false residences, or Who have no abiding places 
inthe city. Alarge force of men supplied with 
lists of fraudulent registratioxs will, however, 
be at the polis to arrest those who attempt to 
vote in them.

THAT “ HONESTY.x£UND” FIRST 
PRIZE NoT YET PAID. 
THE REPUBLICAN NATIONAL COMMIT- 
TEE’S PAINFUL DILEMMA—ANOTHER 

ARREST MADE. 

The Republican National Committee has 
not yet relieved its ‘“‘Honesty Fund” of the 
$2,000 reward which they promised to the first 
man who should obtain evidence to convict in a 
case of illegal registration or voting. Detective 
Leary, who convicted Gorman, the Republican 
sentenced to State prison for two and one-half 
years on Tuesday for false registration, has put 
his case before the Natienal Committee, but 
from the fact that he is an officer, subject to the 
rules and regulations of the Police Commission- 
ers, he cannot demand the reward as he might 
were this not the case, He said yesterday that 
he expected to get the money, or rather ex- 
pected that the committee having in charge 
the “‘Honesty Fund” would offer it to him, 
Then he can petition the Police Commis- 
sioners for permission to accept it, and they 
will undoubtedly allow him to doso, subject to 
the usual reduction of 25 per cent. in such 


cases, made for the benefit of the Police 
Widows and Orphans’ Fund. The balance 0 
$1,500 Detective Leary will probably share, if 
he gets it, with Capt. Garland, who obtained 
the first evidence in the case. Meanwhile the 
Madison-street station police are making the 
most careful examination of the liste of regis- 
tration made up in their district. 

Capt. Garland said yesterday: “I have put. 
auch material in the hands of my men as Will 
make it almost impossible fora man to cast & 
fraudulent vote in this district. [intend frem 
how until election to particularly devote the 
energies of my men toward bringing to light 
any attempts at illegal registratien, and any- 
body we catch doing crooked werk will be 
quickly brought to justice, without regard to 
his political color.” 

The position of the Republican National Com- 
inittee in the Gorman case is certainly agera- 
vating. They must either pay the $2,000 re- 
ward for the conviction of a ** purity of the bal- 
let’’ destroyer who stoutly affirmed that he was 
and always had beena good Republican, or 
they must refuse to de so, thus admitting that 
their “ honesty fund’ was raised not to purify 
the whole ballot, but simply to enceurage de- 
tection of Demoeratic culprits. Itis the gen- 
eral verdict at the various headquarters that 
shey will accept the matter with the most grace 
poesible under the circumstances and pay the 
reward. 

Cornelius Bliss, one of the committee having 
in charge the ‘‘ honesty fund,” said yesteraay 
that ne action had been taken ia the matter yet, 
as Chairman Quay had not laid the case before 
the committee. 

Capt. Reilly and Deteetive Brett ef the Nine- 
teenth Precinct yesterday arrestea Thomas J. 
Coueins, » negro, 36 years old, charged with 
having illegally registered as a voter at the 
coming election. Oct. 9, the first day of regis- 
tration, Cousins went to the place of registry of 
the Ninth Election District of tne Eleventh As- 
sembiy District in Seventh-avenue, between 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh streets, and 
registered there as a resident of 128 West 
Twenty-seventh-street, which is an tmmense 
tenement house filled with negroes and from 
which, 1t 1s alleged, many colored colonists have 
fraudulently registered. Cousins claimed a 
residence in the basement of the house, but 
Capt. Reilly ascertained that the basement is 
unoccupied, the Buard of Hea!th having or- 
Gered its vacation as being unfit for human 
habitation. The janitor of the house infermeda 
the Captain that Cousins never lived there. 

When arrested Cousins claimed to live at 126 
West Fortietn-street, and said that when he 
registered he lived in the house in West Twenty- 
soventh-street, but had since moved to the house 
in Fortieth-street. Capt. Reiily has diseovered 
that Cousins dees not live in Fortieth-strest, 
and has no permanent abiding place. Cousins 
was arraigned before Justice Gorman at the 
Jstferson Market Police Court, and was commit- 
ted for examination in default of $1,000 bail. 

In compliance with an order from Superin- 
tendent Murray all the Police Captains and 
commanders of precincts assembled at his 
office yesterday morning and received instruc- 
tions from him in regard to their duties in ref- 
erence to preventing attempts at colonization 
and egal voting at the coming election. He 
impressed upoo them the necessity of preserv- 
ing the purity of the ballot and gave to each a 
printed slip containing the names of all regis- 
tered voters in their precincts. The Captains 
were instructed to verify the names on these 
lists and make a return of incorrect entries. 
The Superintendent admonished the Captains 
that they were expected not unly to keepa 
sharp lookout for all illegal voters in private 
houses, but that they must exercise more than 
ordinary personal supervision over lodging 
houses, boarding houses, hotels, institutions, 
and especially tenement houses. They would 
be held strictly responsible for seeing person- 
ally that every Man whose name appears on 
the registry list is a legal voter. 

‘*Previous te election day Iintend,” said the 
Buperintendent, ‘‘to have a full and complete 
list of all persons who have illegally registered 
and will get out warrants fer their arrest. To 
preserve the purity ofthe ballot is one of the 
most important duties of the department, and I 
shall see to it that it is carried ont to the very 
letter, He added that arrangements had been 
made with the police of other cities so th itimme- 
diate information would be received should any 
number of men leave to ceme to New-York for 
the purpose ef eolunizing for election purpeses. 
“We will go to a greater length,” said he, ‘‘ than 
ever before in this matter, and I trust that all 
citizens who have information on this subject 
will give it te me, for I am thoroughly aeter- 
mined to put @ stop to this colenization busi- 
ese. 

District Attorney Fellows was in consultation 

esterday with De Lancey Nicoll and Inspector 

yrnes about some complaints of colonization 
of voters and frauduleut registration. The 
places complained about principally are the 
Tenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Wards, and the 
neighborhood of the aqueduct on Washington 
Hoights. 1t was reported that at 225 West 
Twenty-seventh-street George W. Johnstone, an 
ex-convict, who has served two terms in State 
prison, ig in charge of acolony. At the last 
Blection only 40 votes were registered from the 
house, now 144 are registered. Complaint was 
also made against the house 324 West Twenty- 
firsi-street. A number of warrants were issued 
and given to Inspector Byrnes, whe haa detailed 
20 ef his men to make investigations.

THE SURROGATE’S CHNSURE. 


LAID UPON CONTESTANT’S LAWYERS 


IN THE TACKE WILL CASE. 

Surrogate Ransom has had opportunity 
presented him by the contest over the will of 
Christopher Tacke to censure its contestants 
and their counsel, and to condemn the stirring 
up of eontests by those who have no real in- 
terest at stake and where the grounds on which 
contest is made are apparently slight. 

Christopher Tacke died in 1887, leaving sur- 
viving him a brother, August Tacke, and the 
children of another brother in Manover, Prus- 
sia. He had been deserted by his second wife, 
who had taken $2,000 of his money with her. 
Tacke was 55 years old and feeble, and after 
the desertion of his wife arranged with Eliza 


Zundel, a respeetabla woman, to come in each 
day and dv the work of the house. Tavcke be- 
came still more feeble, ana suggested to Mrs. 
Zundel that she come with her four children to 
his house permanently, and promised he would 
leave her his property as compensation. Mrs. 
Zundel accepted the proposition. 

The will was filed for probate May, 1887, by 
Mrs. Zundel, and in September, 1887, one Henry 
Paul tiled a petition on which a citation was 
issued requiring the parties to the original pro- 
ceeding to show cause why probate should not 
be revoked. Paul seemed to have bogun the 
proceedings on his own authority, and not until 
the testimony was nearly all in did he produce 
a@ properly authenticated power of attorney 
from August Tacke, 

Surrogate Ransom sustained the willin a de- 
cision handed down Aug. § last, but the matter 
was held in abeyance to allow a motion that 
eosts of contest be charged to the attorney and 
counsel of coatestant personaily on the ground 
of misconduct. This motion was yesterday de- 
nied, and the eontestant was charged personally 
with the maximum amount of costs and dis- 
bursements. But, though the attormey and 
counsel will not be obliged to pay the eosts, Sur- 
rogate Ransom frees his mind forcibly in regard 
to their action in the case. He says: 

“ The affidavits establish the fact that B. F. Gerd- 
ing: the attorney of record for contestant, never 
had any active part to play in this proceeding; that 
he was used by his father, who was not a lawyer, as 
a confidential and convenient instrument to com- 
mence and prosecute this contest. The father, 
Charles Gerding, was the discoverer of the case and 
the only active promoter of the contest. And I be- 
lieve, but for his fostering, the litigation would have 
ended at the conclusion of the evidence of the sub- 
scribing witnesses to the will. It is unlawful for 
an attorney to permit his name to be used asa cover 
for litigation to be conducted really by a layman, 
whose only interest, in the nature of things, must 
be some contingent share du any recovery had. The 
testimony of Paul, the attorney in tact of the con- 
testant, who resides in Germany, is to the effect that 
his attorney on the contest was not to receive any 
compensation unless he gained the case, and that on 
that agreement the contest was begun. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, in view of the fact sworn to by the 
attorney, that he never attended but two hearings 
of the fifty that were had, that his father, and not 
he, was the real party to this contract. 

“Tt is clear that the relation of attorney and 
client, as an honest fact, never existed between the 
younger Mr. Gerding and Paul. The elder Mr. 
Gerding, the father, was the real attorney, who 
used his son’s name because he could not lawfully 
act himself. The influence of the father over his 
young son was no doubt great; and it is perhaps 
not surprising that the latter permitted his name 
and office to be used. I have already decided that 
the contest was not earried on in good faith, and 


. that the costs must be charged to the contestant 


personally, unless I should be satisfied that the at- 
torney and counsel, because of their own miscon- 
duct, ought to be charged with them. A _ further 
examination of the case on this metion confirms my 
first decision as to the character of the contest; 
and it is impossible to see from the whole case, 
from the testimony of Paul himself, the real con- 
testant, why he and the elder Gerding should be 
separated in respect of the bad faith displayed. 

“T am convinced that if the attorney of record in 
this proceeding had ever given his duty in the 
premises serious thought, he would have been re- 
strained by the obligations of his oath of office as 
an attorney from pursuing this contest, at least be- 
yond the examination of the subscribing witnesses. 
The subsequent proceedings have the savor ot a 
fraudulent design to coerce an unrighteous settle- 
ment. The young attorney in the inception of this 
contest was, no doubt, animated by great confi- 
dence in his father, and easily persuaded by him 
and Paul to allow his name to be used as attorney. 
I do not seriously condemao him for that. But bis 
subsequent conduct in the proceeding cannot be 
justified; it can only be excused on the scere of in- 
experience and weakly yielding to the persuasions 
of aman who sbould have been the last in the 
world to tempt him astray. 

“As to the experienced counsel who was em- 
ployed by Paul and the elder Gerding to examine 
some witnesses for the contestant, Ido not flnd any 
fact upon which he can be charged with that degree 
of misconduct which would amount to a contempt 
of court. His manner of discharging his duty as 
such counsel when appearing before the assistant 
to the Surregate is nota prover subject of remark 
by me on this motion. Civil treatment of the court 
and of counsel engaged in a cause is always best. 
Whether one shall be of good manners or notion 
such an occasion, unless &@ contempt of court is com- 
mitted, is always a question of taste, andis not a 
proper subject for judicial inquiry. 

* as to the course pursued in this matter by Paul 
and the elder Gerding, they may be held for any 
damages occasioned by their trespass against the 
personal rights of Mrs. Zundel in a common law 
action.”

QUALIFICATIONS. 


WHO MAY AND WHO MAY NOT REGISTER 
AND VOTE. 

Inquiries are being made daily »bout the 
right to register for and t vote at the coming 
election. For the benefit of these seeking infor- 
mation these points are worthy of ovonsidera- 
tion: 

No citizen can vote unless registered. In 
order to vote, the applicant should bave been 
avitizen 10 days, shall have bad a year’s resi- 
dence in the State, a residence of four months 
in the county, and not less than 30 days in the 
election district. 

Legal residence for voting purposes depends 
on the intention of the would-be voter. A mere 
temporary absence, no mwatter bow prolenged, 
does net make a change in residence. There 
must have been an intention of residing else- 
where, or rather a lack of intention of returniag 
to the first residence. Thus, a person leaving 
the city for the Summer months, or for a tour ef 
business or pleasure, does not lose his residence 
in this city, even if on his return he goes to re- 
side in another portion of the city. He must be, 
however, actually or constructively, a resident 
of the election district for 30 days prior 
to the election. By the Constitution of 
the State, moreover, no person is deemed 
to have gained or lest a residence 
for voting purposes “by reason of his presence 
or absenoe while employed in the service of the 
United States; nor while engaged in the navi- 
gation of the waters of the State, or of the 
United States, or of the high seas; nor whilea 
student of any seminary of learning; ner while 
kept at any almshouse or Other asylum at pub- 
lic expense; nor while confined in any public 
prison.” This provision would include the case 
of a canal boatman who way rexister and vote 
in the election district containing the whart to 
which his boat is tied. 

Men convicted of felonies are not allowed to 
vote, even if pardoned, unless they are duly 
reatored to citizenship. Persons who bet on 
the result of an election may be challenged ana 
prevented from voting. 

The question of age often arises. A man 

ossessing the other qualifications who was 

orn on or before Ney. 7, 1867, may vote at the 
coming election. 

All native born males of the age of 21 years 
and over and all duly naturalized fereign-boern 
mules of the same age may vote if registered. 

To beveme naturalized a person must have 
been a resident of the country for five years and 
must have declared his intention ef becoming a 
citizen two years before be applies far his cer- 
tificate of naturalization. If he arrived in this 
country befere he was 18 years of age he may, 
after being here five years and after he is 21 
years old, apply for and obtain his certificate of 
naturalization. The naturalization of a toreign- 
born man naturalizes his minor children. 





MUST GIVE SECURITY FOR COSTS. & 

A judgment was obtained several months 
ago by Mr. Pottier of the firm of Pottier,Stymus & 
Co. against James H. Ingersoll for about $60,000, 
The action was brought on a promissory note 
drawn by Mr. Ingersell to his own order, and 
indorsed by his wife, Ida M. Ingersoll. The 


judgment was not paid, and a few days ago 
application was made to Judge Barrett, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, to have it set aside and 
to allow Mrs. Ingersoll to come into the case. 

Cennsel for Mra. ingersoll alleged that in 
July, 1887, Pottier, Stymus & Co. had large 
contracts on hand and were obliged to get 
large amounts of money by means of discounts. 
Mr. Pottier, he declared, held about $60,000 of 
notes vf the United States Stamping Company, 
and as be could not get these notes disevunted 
he secured Mr. Ingersoll’s promissory note for 
an equal amount, merely for the sake of getting 
the notes discounted. Mrs. Ingersoll indorsed 
the note, as it is now claimed, believing that it 
was in payment ef a bona tide:debt, being so in- 
fermed, and has now learned that it was only an 
accommodation uote. Mr. Pottier held a 
mortgage on the property of the United 
States Stamping Company in Connecti- 
cut, it was further alleged, and, it is 
claimed, foreclosed and realized the amount of 
his notes, and yet proceeded against Mr. Inger- 
soll. There were afhdavits submitted for S. D. 
Seymour and Moses P. Ingersoll to the effect 
that Mr. Pottier had aeknowledged that inere 
was only one debt of the amount of the notes 
owed him by the United States Stamping Com- 
pany, and that that was the debt for which he had 
the notes, and to make possible the discounting 
ef which Mr. Ingersoll gave his prowissory note. 

Charles A. Jackson for Mr. Pottier alleged 
that there were back of this judgment others 
amounting to $8,000 still unsatistied, and that 
Mrs. Ingersoll’s coming forward at this late day 
to urge that she had been deceived by her hus- 
band was very suspicious. 

Judge Barrett has refused to set aside the 
udgment. Mrs. Ingersoll, however, will be al- 
owed to interpose an answer and defense, pro- 
vided that she deposits with the clerk $1,000 as 
security for all evsts that the further litigation 
may entanH, pays all the costs entered in the 
judgment, and the costs of the motion, and con-' 
sents to leave the,issues raised by her answer to 
a Referee. The costs of the judgment are to be 
paid within tive days of the entry of Judge Bar- 
rett’s order 
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TELLING OF HIS SHAME 


BEDELL WAS A THIEF KIGHT- 
EEN YEARS AGO. 

FORGERIKS, WITH INTEREST, 
AMOUNTED TO $295,000—HE HAD 
COMPANIONS IN WICKEDNESS. 

The crowd that packed Part II. of the 
General Sessions yesterday testified to the 
yreat interest which is taken in tne trial of 
Herman J. Emerson, with whose firm James E, 
Bedell played away in the game of policy 
$125,000 ef the money which he realized from 
forged mortgages while employed by Shipman, 
Barlow, Larocque & Choate. The direct ex- 
amination of Bedell was continued for a short 
time, and then interrupted to admit the evi- 
dence of other witnesses. Charles G. Bedell, 
the forger’s brother, testified that he had been 
in Emerson & Goss’s place, at 180 Broadway, 
from adozen to twenty times, and since last 


January had seen his brother pay them money 
and write out and hand to them numbers, 
The last time he wasin the place was on Sept. 
18, when he saw Goss only, 

Bedell, the forger, wore a haggard look when 
he took the stand. Once or twice tears came to 
his eyes when he was answering some painful 
questions, Ex-Judge Shipman and ex-Surro- 
gate Rollins sat beside Mr, Jerome and watched 
the progress of the case with great interest, o«- 
casionally making a suggestion to Mr. Jerome. 
Bedell said that his playing at Emerson & 
Goss’s piace continued from 1882 to Sept. 18 
last. Since Jan. 1 last he had paid Emerson & 
Goas $30,440 74 for pelicy and had won 
$14,262 87, making his net loss $16,177 87. 
Emerson, he said, cautioned him against carry- 
ing the policy slips around with him, as they 
might be lost, andif found by others used as 
evidence against the firm. 

Mr. Howe, in his eross-examination, asked 
Bedell if he knew a clergyman named Hunting - 
ton, and if ne did not steal $1,000 frem him 
threugh a real estate transaction. ‘Yes,’ was 
the reply, “but that was as far back as 1870, 
and the money was paid back.” Bedell entered 
the employ of Shipman, Barlow, Larocque & 
Choate in 1875 at a salary of $1,000a year, 
which was increased successively to $1,200, 
$1,500, $1,800, $3,000, and $4,000, and he also 
borrowed money of the firm, which afterward 
canceled the dept. By his first forgery, which 
was in 1880, he got $30,000 from Mr. Solari on 
&® Wortgage made by Jvubn E. Sims 
He could not recollect what he did 
with the money. The next forgery 
was perpetrated in July of the same year, when 
he made a mortgage in thename of Henry D. 
Sayre for $24,000. He loaned $6,500 of this to 
Mr. Sayre to take upa second mortgage. The 
total amount of the forgeries, with interest, 
amounts. he said, to $295,000. Of this money 
he put from $40,000 to $76,000 into improve- 
ments on his farm, in Westchester County, and 
in buying arditional lamd, and used a large 
amount in keeping the interest up on the forged 
mortgages. 

Bedell denied that he had ever played faro or 
that he had ever been at 8 Barclay-street. He 
remembered spending, perhaps, a thousand 
dollars ina house in West Thirty-tirst-street. 
The woman of the house was produced in court. 
Bedell said he recognized her features as 
familiar. He had no recollection of taking her 
to Albany withhim. It was possible that he 
had dene so, and it was possible that he could 
not recollect the incident. He said that he was 
married in 1875, and had two children, and had 
been a member of achurch, but was not now. 
He did not know what he did at any of the 
houses mentioned, as he had a clear recollec- 
tion that when he was in them he was under 
the influence of atimulants. On his redirect 
examination he said that he had gone to the 
house in Thirty-tirst-street with his brother 
and Emerson one night aftera dinner at Del- 
monico’s. Mr. Jerome asked who else had been 
there with him. Dropping his head he replied 
in a quavering volee, “ To answer that question 
will compel me to reflect on the dead.” 

His last forgery, Bedell eaid, was made in May 
last on Johannes Koop, from whom he obtained 
$10,000. He deposited some of the money with 
the Holland Trust Company by check of Mr. 
Henry ou tke Broadway Bank. He said that 
he paid Mr. Henry in all about $21,000 for cash- 
ing checks for him. Mr. Howe askedif he knew 
Mr. Palmer, President of the Broadway Bank. 
He said he did know him, and that after his ar- 
rest Capt. McLaughlin took him to tbe bank, 
where he had aninterview with Mr. Palmer 
in the presence of his brothers, George 
and Charles. It was after that interview, 
he said, that he refused to undergo 
an examination in the Supreme Court, where 
he was subpoenaed as a witness on behalf of 
the tirm he had robbed in a suit against the 
Bank of the State of New-York. He denied 
that Mr. Palmer had promised that his wife 
should be taken care of when he was sent to 
prison, or that Mr. Palmer had said anything 
to induce him to keep silence. He went tq 
Mr. Palmer, he said, for the purpose of pro- 
curing finaneial aid to clear up the mortgages, 
as Judge Shipman had said to him thatif the 
person to whom he was about to apply would 
purchase the farm it might help matters. 

Bedell was asked huw he came to confess to 
the fogeries. ‘About 11:30 o'clock,” he 
answered, ‘‘Mr. Barlow sent dewn word to my 
ottice that he wanted to see me. I went upand 
found in the room Judge Shipman, Mr. Barlow, 
Mr. Cheate, and Johannes Koop. Mr. Barlow 
said: ‘Mr. Koop has a mortgage the record of 
whieh is said to be a forgery. What have you to 
say about it?’ I said: ‘It is a forgery.’ Mr. 
Barlow asked meif there were any others. I 
said that I ought not to be called upon to 
answer that while Mr. Keop was present, but 
would say that there was another forged mort- 
gage held by Mr. Keop for $7,000. Then Mr. 
Koep left the room and Mr. Barlow asked meif 
I would make out a statement of the fraudulent 
mertzages. We went to Mr. Choate’s office and 
I dictated toa stenographer a detailed state- 
ment so far as I could, considering the excite- 
ment under which I was laboring.” 

Tbe memory of that scene in the lawyer's of- 
fice was evidently a painful one to the witness, 
for his voice trembled and his eyes got wetas he 
told of it. He said that he had never had any 
transactions in stocks in Wall-street exvept 
upon two occasions. He bought some Erie 
stock on which he made $300 or $400, andsome 
kt. Pauland Duluth stock on which be lost 
$500. Hoe saidinreply to Mr. Jerome that he 
had played policy at two other places, one of 
which was kept by @ man named Clute. Mr. 
Jereme tried to stop the utterance of the name, 
as, he said, ‘‘the police are after those felluws,” 
but it was out. Bedell said that the money he 
had played in places other than that kept by 
Emerson & Goss would not exeeed $2,000 or 
$3,000. He said that whenever he went to the 
houses mentioned by Mr. Howe he was under the 
influence of Jiquor, and never remembered en- 
tering them. He would drink heavily all the 
afternoon. His brother, whe hasa quarter in- 
terest in the profits of his farm, would ask him 
at times where he got his money, and he would 
tell him that be got it at 180 Broadway. 

Anthony Comstock explained all about ‘‘sta- 
tion numbers,’”’ “saddles,” ‘capital saddles,” 
“gigs,” “combinations,” and ‘hits,’ and the 
method ef playing the game. Alfred Brown, a 
District Telegraph meseenger, testified to hav- 
ing taken messages from Bedell te the office of 
Emerson & Goss and getting receipts in return, 
and Police Captain MeLaugblinof the First Pre- 
cinct told about the arrest of Emerscn and his 
partner on Sept. 20, and then Mr. Jerome said 
that the case for the people was closed. Mr, 
Howe will open for the defense this morning.

THE KANSAS MILITARY PRISON. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The Military 
Prison Commission, consisting of Major-Gen. 
George Crook, Adjt.-Gen. R. C. Drum, and 
Lieut.-Co!. Thomas F. Barr, have made their 
report to the Secretary of War, dated at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., on the 10th imat. All the 
buildings and grounds connected with the insti- 
tution were found to be well kept and in good 


condition. The institution of the insane ward, 
with cells so constructed as to keep the inmates 
under constant surveillanee, has proved a 
marked success. The suspicion of the Cemmis- 
sioners that prisoners confined as insane at the 
time of their previous visit were simulating tne 
disease had been contirmed after their transfer 
to the new ¢ells, and they learned that there 
was no chance for their being sent to the insane 
asylum at Washington, and they acknowlédged 
that they had been malingering. It is thought 
that no further trouble of thia character will ve 
experienced. ‘lhe manufacturing departments 
gave evidence of careful supervision and their 
productions, it is believed, will compare favor- 
ably with those of private firms engaged in the 
same business. The stores, kitchen, and mess- 
room were examined, and showed that the 
prisoners were amply supplied with wholesome 
food. There were in the prison on the 9th inst. 
472 prisoners, as against 485 on the date of the 
last inspection, May 22, 1888. Forty-six com- 
plaints against the management of the institu- 
tion were examined, and in no case could it be 
determined that the penalties adjudged had not 
been deserved.

BUYER. 

One of the many inconsistencies of the pres- 
ent tariff laws was demonstrated to a gentioman 
yesterday who was about to purchase sume 
beokpinding machinery.

market. Many instances have been mentioned 
to prove the truth of this assertion, but the ex- 
perience of yesterday was noteworthy because 
of the total absence of any attempt at secrecy 
in regard tothis underselling of home man- 
ufactures in foreign markets, 

The Smyth Manufacturing Company of 220 
Main-street, Hartford, Conn., is the maker of a 
thread book sewing machine which bas prac- 
tical control of the market by reason of its many 
patents and superior advantages. Montague & 
Fuller are general agents for the cempany in 
this city. Their offices are at 41 Beekman-street, 
A gentleman entered their office yesterday and 
said he wished to purchase one of the sewing 
machines. A sample was shown him, and upon 
asking the price he was told $1,200. With some 
misgivings at a pessible greatly increased price 
he said: ‘But ] want to have the machine sent 
to Manchester, England. The price, I suppose, 
will be considerably more.” 

“On the contrary,” was the reply, “we will 
sell youone of these machines in Manchester 
for $900. That, we think, should be an induce- 
ment to purchase.” 

“But I may require more than one,” returned 
the purchaser. ‘‘ Would any further reduction 
be made on a larger order?” 

“Yes, I think there would,” replied the sales- 
man. ‘*Wecan make considerable reductions 
on the price nere to English purchasers.” 

The buyer asked how the company contrived 
to undersell its own productions and atill secure 
a profit. 

‘* Well, you see,” replied the salesman con- 
tidentially, ‘‘iaboris so much cheaper on the 
other side that we are obliged to compete with 
the English manufacturers.” 

‘“*But is this machine made in England?”

THOMAS VICKERY 





MISSING. 


STRANGE CONDUCT WHICH MAY HAVE 
CULMINATED IN SUICIDE, 
Thomas Vickery, a lawyer, with a good 
practice at 289 Breadway, has been missing 
since Oct. 10, and his mother is wavering be- 
tween distraction and abject prostration at his 
boarding house, 109 East Fifty-first-street. 


Bince his wife died, two years ago, Vickery had 
become despondent, had taken to liquer, andhad 
been known to disappear unaccountably for a 
Month atatime. He went, Sept. 22,to Phila- 
delphia to sell certain property belonging to his 
mother, who now bears the name of her third 
busband, Shay, and was not heard of again till 
Oct. 10. 

In the meantime Mrs. Shay, being in urgent 
need of ready cash, consulted with Edward J. 
Claghorn, her son by her second husband, and 
joint heir with her te the Claghorn estato,. Mr. 
Claghorn went to Philadelphia, where he learned 
that Vickery sold ground rents belonging to his 
mother amounting to $3,730 16, for which he 
made no return. 

Vickery’s 6-year-old daughter died Sunday, 
Oct. 7,at Mrs. Shay’s home at Toms River, N. 
J., and the notice of her funeral was published 
in the newspapers in the hope of bringing Viok- 
ery home, Tuesday night he reached home, 
and the next morning first learned of his daugh- 
ter’s death. He directed a telegram to be sent 
to his mother at Toms River, saying that he 
wouid meet the funeral party at the Liberty- 
street station at nog. ‘1 wil) put an end to 
my going off this way forever,” he said. ‘You 
may tell my brother he can have that trunk, [ 
shall not want it again.” When Miss Farrell 
returned, after sending the telegram, Vickery 
was gone. The funeral party arrived at the 
Liberty-street station at 1 P. M., but be was not 
there to meet them. He had packed his Winter 
clothing in a small hand bag, had then gone te 
his offiee, got the balance of $515 30 due him 
from Fromme on ja draft for $1,106 06, and 
went out, Since then he has not been heard of. 
The body of his child was put in a receiving 
tomb at Woodlawn, and his mother and brother 
devoted themselves to the task of tinding him. 
An advertisement has brought no response, and 
inquiries at houses that he frequented and 
among people that he went with have availed 
nothing. It 18 feared that he has committed 
suicide.

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BOASTFUL REPUBLICANS PUT 

| MUNCHAUSEN. TO SHAME. 

SEEING INCREASED PLURALITIES WHERE 
NONE IS PROBABLE—WILD CLAIMS 
IN THE TWENTY-NINTH DISTRICT. 


CoRNING, Oct. 24.—Munchausen would 
blush if he was to hear some of the residents of 
the Twenty-ninth Congressional District talk. 
Falstaff would certainly hold his head for shame. 
The Republicans boast that they will have 4,700 
majority in the three counties of Steuben, Onta- 
rio, and Yates. This is 1,700 more than were 
given for Blaine and 1,200 more than tho 

_sainted Garfield got. By their lofty contempt 
for cold facts these campaign managers remind 

‘one of the Bald Eagle’s last campaign fer the 
Speakership, or, better still, of the Hon. Mr. 
Bhook’s daily budget two Winters ago, when the 
‘Senatorial canvass was getting under way at 
the Delavan. 

Take Ontario County, in which Blaine’s ma- 
jority was 739 and Gartield’s 1,007. Notning less 
than 1,200 will satisfy the County Committes 
having incharge the Republican canvass. This 
is not, by the way, acommittee compose: of the 
Stalwart friends of ex-Coliector Harry Pierce. 
Its members are new men—young Half-breeds 
who are being trained by Senator John Raines. 
They are described by their neighbors as ‘‘Sun- 
day-sehool politicians.” Because they answer 
the description the fault should not be laid at 
the door of their Suporintendent, for 1s must be 
borne in mind that Mr. Raines only took charge 
of them and the party in Ontario a short time 
azo. In time their vision will become enlarged, 
and they will learn to look out in many direc- 
tions and never to grasp for things beyond their 
reach. 

What de they base any suck claims upon! 
Nothing that is visible to the eye of the ordi- 
nary political observer. There was a wool 
6care among the tarmers of the county some 
time ago. It cannot be that which has excited 
Republican hopes, for it came to an end after 
some good hard work by the Democrats and 
such well-known wool growers as David H. 
Pierpont and Samuel W. Abbey ef Richmend, 
and Seott Parish, Peter H. McMillan, and 
George B. Sackett, all of Canandaigua, are out- 
spoken for Cleveland and tariff reform. Some 
oe? the Republicans who voted against Blaine in 
Carandsigue and Geneva have signified their 
intention of voting fer Harrison. ut they are 
not numerous. Infact they are outnumbered 
by the Lrishmen who voted for Blaine and have 
siuee gradually drifted back to the Democracy, 
till to-day almost every one ofathem is for 
Cleveland. 

It cannot be that the first voters have all 
joined the Republican Party, for Geneva has a 

emocratic Club of these yourg men nearly 100 
strong and Canandaigua one of half that num- 
ber. The colored voters certainly have not lost 
their business4nstinct, their keen sense of im- 
partiality, and rendered a judgment before the 
arrival of the workers upen election day. The 
Prehibitionists are not in the market. On the 
contrary, they are werking hard for their own 
candidates. Whence, then, come these gains 
that are to show superior results gained by 
Half-breed management? Nobodyknows. The 
Democratic organization is in perfect condition. 
It has circulated tons of campaign literature of 
the Kind which farmers read and remember. It 
has enrolled a larger portion of the new vote 
than the Republicans. Its reports from every 
town in the ceunty are of the most encouraging 
ebaracter, and not the least satisfactory is that 
one which assures the co-operation of two- 
thirds of the Geneva Mugwumps. Instead of 

- 1,200 majority it is extremely probable that the 
Republicans will not have to exceed 800, and if 
they were perfectly familiar with the situation 
they would know this. 

Yates County cannot be relied upon for 1,500 
majority after the piece of highway robbery 
practiced at the recent Republican Congres- 
. Bienal Convention. To Yates was conceded the 
' nomination of a successor to Ire Davenport. 
Assemblyman George R. Cornwell ef Penn Yan 

. Ganvassed the county and carried the ceaucuses 
by fiveofthe nine towns. For opponents he 
had the}Platt faction, against which he has held 
the county for years. Because he voted for 
Warner Miller for United States Senator George 
Lord and the Shepards, acting, as was subse- 

uently developed, under the instructions of 
Piatt, laid their plans to deprive him of the 
nomination. It was impossible to do this with- 
out resorting to treachery and traud. They 
made their terms with the Chairman of the con- 
vention that met to elect the Congressional 
delegates and had bim declare the convention 
adjourned before the roll even had been called. 
The Cornwell delegates remained after the mov 
had retreated, counted noses, found they still 
had a majority of the convention, a elected 
the Congressional delegates in the manner pre- 
scribed by party usage. 

A bogus contest was then resorted to in the 
Congressional Convention by the beaten fac- 
tion. By the connivance of Raines, who con- 
trolled the Ontario delegation, and of the honor- 
abla leaders of the Steuben delegates, repre- 
senting the Bath district, Cornwell! was de- 
frauded of his rights, and the nomination by 
the same agencies was given to Raines. It was 
such a scandalous piece ef business that Cern- 
well’s friends all over the county begau to 
make their plans to resentit. Ths robbers ran 
to the State Committee, and that body, being in 
sympathy with them, ordered a new caucus to 
bo held in one of the towns in whieh no contest 
had ever existed. Its resnit should, the Com- 
mittee decided, determine the contre! of 
the county machinery and the county 
nominations. The Platt faction was then 
ordered to make a preteneo of ogprying it. Corn- 
well was to be allowed towin,;and he did. It 
Was not intended that the wrong should be 
Yignted, and it was not. Cornwell denouneed 
Raines to his face as athief and robber. The 
latter is stumping Steuben and urging its farm- 
ers to protect American boimnes and firesides 
from British free-trade robbers. The affair has 
damped the enthusiasin of Yates Republicans, 
and candidates of every kind are receiving a 
perfunctory support. The conditions are such 
that a Republican majority of about 1,200 is 
the most that can be expected, in the face of 
the vigorous work being done by the Demo- 
crats. The Yates farmers, like their Ontario 
neighbors, have suffered from nightinare, but 
they are awake nowand so much better in- 
formed upon the weol question that little is 
feared from their quarter. The Republicans 
are welcome to all the converts they can make 
among them. 

In some respects Stenben is like that other 
great county, St. Lawrence. It cevers a vast 
amount of territory. It has three populous 
points that are centres of a considerable agri- 
cultural country, and the political conditions in 
One are no index to those in either of the other 
two.

Steuben wight be “going to pieces’’ down kere, 
aud nobody in Bath or Hornelisville would 
know anything about it. The two. par- 
ties might be engaged in a mighty strug- 
gie in either Hornelisville or Bath, and 
nobody in Steuben would venture any 
opinion upon the result. Having visited 
all throe puints, I amef the epinion that observ- 
ers who are hurrying through the western 
counties Gught to avoid Corning as a port of en- 
try, for this is the home of Capt. Chester 8. Cole, 
and he has a clever Way of izviting strangers to 
survey the county through the large end of 
the spyglass, Democrats loek exceedingly 
diminutive when thus inspected, anc as the ex- 
hibition is invariabiy accormpavied with such 
side remarks xs “good for 2,000 majority, per- 
haps more,” the etfect is disheartening. Ifitis 
a wet day--and rain has fallen continuously for 
four weeks in Steuten—the eftect of 15 minutes’ 
confsrence with him in his gas effico is absolute- 
ly depressing. : 

Buttbere are Democrats in Corning. Gen. 
Lathrop, the Prison Superintendent; Postmaster 
Frank Brovwn,.and Judge Hitchcock are three 
with whom I came in centact, undI have good 
reasons for acespting their word when they say 
there ars moreintown. The death ef Cc. C. &. 
Walker was a serious blow to the party, for few 
men posseseed his faculty of calming the farm- 
ere When they were unduly excited by Re- 
publican poltticians. The wool scare has had 
seme effect in Stoudeu, so has the potato scare 
and the soldier seare. he Republicans have 
labored faithfully to produce and perpetuate it. 
The free-trade fright is blowing out of the State 
by way of these extreme southwestern counties, 
and it has lodged here in this county, iv Alle- 
gany, and in Cattaraugus. 

It is the fault of the Hoffman House Commit- 
tee that it hae not entirely disappeared as it has 
from counties in the interior. itis not too late 
to put to work now a few speakers capable of 
discussing the tariff intelligently. Tbe party 
has suffered by the class of men assigned to 
speak in this vicinity. Two of them nad been 
inspecting a distillery when they reported for 
duty, and their Democracy was so conspicuous 
as to be offensive. A third proved such a euri- 
eus combination that tariff reformers declined 
to worship at the same shrine withhim. They 

have all been discharged by the State Commit- 
tee since their appearance in Steuben, and 
one of them, it is reported, has taken 
the stump § for Harrison in  Pennsyl- 
vania. The only ray of sunshine tor 
the Democrats was Anna Dickinson, whose 
services were accopted by the local Kepublican 
Committee with some reluctance. She ignored 
wool, potatoes, soldiers; even the buckwheat 
crop for whieh Steuben is famous the world 
ever, Shediscussed the colored race and the 
Southern Democracy in a way that abashed her 
audience, and the committee after it waa all 
over wafted her toward other couaties to the 
east with much formality and mighty little re- 
gret. Corning may be better informed coneern- 
Ing the pedigree of the Ethiep, and the origin of 
their spots, but the value of the information, if 
such it can be callea, is disputed. 

Turning to Bath, a very different condition of 
affairs from that of 1884 is found. Then the 
Democrats were in open revolt against Cleve- 
land. So bitter was the feeling, because as Gov- 
ernor he had not turned upside down the man- 
agement of the Soldiers’ Home, that the dele- 
gation te the State Convention was pledged to 
vote against him, anda malicious delight was 
taken in informing him ofthe factby wire. But 
the Soldiers’ Home is no longer a bone of con- 
tention. It has been lifted out of politics, to the 
regrot of ita inmates, no doubt many of whom 
found especial solace in bartering their fran-

chise to both political parties when election 
day rolled round. The Home was naturally more 
Democratic than Republican, and the former 
party was acoustomed to get a considerable ma- 
jority of the 600 votes cast therein, The decis- 
on of the courts requiring the old veterans to 
vote at their own homes instead of in Bath will 
have some effect in increasing the Republicans 
majerity in Steuben, 

Bath Republicans talk as glibly of 2,000 
majority as those of Corning. The same allow- 
ance must be made for their enthusiasm. It is 
clear that they are calculating upon a very pas- 
sive support of the national ticket by the 
friends of Hill. This is not a strong reed to lean 
upon, either in Steuben or elsewhere. These 
friends are confronted with a condition which 
demands an earnest co-operation with the 
friends of Cleveland, and no matter what their 
personal feelings may be, they will fall in line 
against the common enemy. The Democracy 
has not been divided for seven years by a faction- 
al fight, and it is not yet ready to resort to the 
methods of factions which have hated one 
another as bitterly as those of the Republican 
Party. I bDelieve this to be true in all save one 
or two of the forty counties which [ have visit- 
ed this Fall. The tradition that country Demo- 
crats take their ticket without flinching on 
election day seems to be as true to-day as it 
ever was. 

Less doubt has been expressed about the Hor- 
nelisville Democrats than these of Bath. No 
concern need be entertained about either. Hor- 
nellsville has risen to the dignity of a city since 
the last Presidential eleetion. Itis a large rail- 
road centre, and isthe home of hundreds of 
engineers, firemen, couductors, brakemen, and 
yard hands. Competent observers are satistied 
that if the railroad men of Steubon—miles upon 
miles of railroads traverse the county—could be 
polled they would be found against Harrison 
two to one. Whatever there was about Gen. 
Harrison’s course in the riots of 1877 to excite 
railroad men it exerts a powerful influence 
against him to-day among the railroad men em- 
ployed in the southern tier counties. In Hor- 
nelisville it is politics morning, noon, and night, 
and the Democrats will show a large gain over 
the vete of 1884. The laber vote of Canisteo 
and Addison is in line. The Democrats have 
gained in the manufacturing places, as the Ke- 
publicans, for the reasons already stated, have 
made gains among the farmers. 

The reasoning of the Republicansis faulty, just 
as their reckoning was last Fall. Then they 
were confident—just as contident as they are to- 
day—that the Probibitionists would not have 
more than 1,100 votes in the county. The re- 
turns showed 1,700. George would poll 700 or 
800 votes. He actually received 254. Because 
there Was a tremor ameng farmers in 1882 and 
Folger was buried under 2,400, henee there 
must be another tidal wave this year. Blaine 
had O88 majority and Gartield 1,253.

SINKING OF THE ATLAS. 


EACH CAPTAIN INSISTING THAT THE 
OTHER WAS TO BLAME, 

The masts of the British steamer Atlas, 
which was so ingloriously sunk in its bout with 
the ferryboat Central on Tuesday afternoon, 
show up above the water off the foot of Fulton- 
street, and prove a sufficient signal to the river 
craft to give her a wide berth. Nothing was 
done to her yesterday except a casual inspec- 
tion by wrecking companies who are making 
bids tor the job of raising her. The coffee is 
swelling in the bags in her hold, and the heavy 
sea yesterday Washed out an occasional bunch 
of bananas to be carried away Oy the tide. The 
small boys along the docks were lamenting the 
fact that she did not sinkin the Summer, when 
hosts of blackfish and sea bass would have cof 
lected about her. 

The vessel as she now lies is a hindrance to 


navigation. The Barclay-street ferrypoats, 
when the tide is running strong, have to drop 
down the stream around ber and sbe isin the 
way of car floats and tugs, 1t will be a job to 
lift her, but with the appliances of wrecking 
boate§ and pontons it can be done probably in a 
month. The steamship company received bids 
yesterday and will award their contracts to-day 
probably. 

There will be two or three investigations to 
ascertain who is to blame for the accident. 
The lecal steamboat inspectors will make their 
investigation in afew days. The ferry com- 
pany is required to make a report to them, 
and they will them subpana witnesses and find 
out whether the Captain of the ferryboat was 
in fault. The steamship, being a British vessel, 
is not required to make any report to them, 
but the inspectors may Gall upon the officers 
of % Atlas to testify concerning the collision. 
Tho British Consul will receive a report frem 
the Atlas people and will also make an in- 
vestigation. The most important examination 
will occur in the United States District Court 
when the question of paying damages will bring 
forward @ number of witnesses. Already the 
counsel for the steamship company, Wheeler, 
Cortis & Godkin, are preparing their papers and 
will file a libel in the Admiralty Court, elaiming 
that the collision was caused by carelessness on 
the part of the ofticers of the ferryboat, and 
placing the ameuntof their loss at $200,000. 

Capt. E. F. Curtis of the Central made his re- 
port to Inspectors of Steamboats Fairchild and 
Marsden yesterday as follows: ; 

NEW-YORK, Oct. 24, 1888. 
Messrs. Fairchild and Marsden: 

MY DEAR SIS: I nave to inform you of a collision 
with the terryboat Central aud the steamer Atlas 
about 4:10 P. M. Oct. 23, 1838, on our trip from 
New-York to Jorsey Citv. I left the bridge under 
the jingle bill As soou asthe boat moved ahead I 
gave the signal to the engineer to slow and blow 
one loug blast of whistles to give warning to the 
boat coming out of the lower slip. I got an answer 
of one whistle and stopped. When I got far enough 
ahead to steer clear of the shed of Pier 14 North 
Kiver I saw a tug with two railroad floats whe gave 
mo one whistle to go ahead, which I did. Just at 
that time 1 saw a steamship coming up ciose into 
the piers, who gave me two whistles. I stopped and 
auswered him, gave signal to engineer to back, then 
gave jingle bell to back atrong; could not see that I 
was going back, so l rang two jingles more to back 
extra strong. The Central struck the ship forward 
ot amidships, causing her to eink. The weather 
was toggy in chunks; fog setting down, could not 
see steamer till I got out of the slip.

TILOMAS A. NELSON, Quartermaster. 

The engineer of the Central does not differ 
from the statement of the Captain, except that 
he says he got two bella and ajingle once. This 
difference would not account for the statement 
of Capt. Tobin and Pilot Sampson, that Capt. 
Curtis shouted te Capt. Barrett of the tug Good- 
win: ‘It’s not my fault, Barrett; [ ordered her 
astern and the engineer weut ahead.” 

Capt. Tobin, First Officer Antony Selani. Sec- 
ond Officer William McKensie, and Second Engi- 
neer McLaren, and Pilot Sampson made their 
statements yesterday and agree With the state- 
meut of Capt. Tobin as given in yesterday’s 
TIMES that the Central had answered the two 
whistles of the Atlas, which meant that the 
ferryboat should go astern. The Central had 
then appeared to stand still. Suddenly she was 
seen to move forward, and the collision occurred. 
The first engineer of the Atlas was 1) yesterday 
suffering from shock occasioned by the accident. 

The olfticers of the Central and the deck hands 
were summoned in the oftice of the ferry com- 
pany yesterday morning and a long session was 
held. The ferry officials had nothing to say 
when it was allover. They disclaim, however, 
that the Central was to blame, snd will fight 
the suit of the Atlas people. 

In computing their loas the steamship people 
place the damage to the vessel at $50,000, 
claiming that she was worth $100,000. The 
cargo’s value was estimated at $150,000. This 
included 3,500 bags ef eoftiee, 12,000 bunches 
of bananas, apd a amall quantity of logwood. 
There was also a large number of oranges on 
board. The Atlas is an old boat of the line and 
was formerly known as the Antilles. 








SUICIDE OF A YOUNG MARRIED MAN. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Oct. 24.—John Weis- 
man, aged 28 years, who was romantically mar- 
ried six months age to a Pennsylvania girl in 
answer to an advertisement in a Philadelphia 
paper, was found dead this morningat his home 
in Shelburne with a bullet hole in his heart and 
a pool of bloed beside him. Ho lived in a lonely 
farmhouse with his wife. Medical Examiner 
Caudry, after a therough examination, con- 
cludes that it is a case of suicide. The girl 
whom he married, Emma Craven, comes of 
well-to-do family of Philadelphia, her father 
being a eoal dealer there, and her parents did 
not consent to the marriage. She states that 
her husband got out or bed during the nicht, 
saying he was going to shootacat. She after- 
ward heard him open 2a window dewn stairs, 
heard a shot, and later found him dead. She 
summoned neighbors, and the proper autbori- 
ties Were soon notified. A curious fact is that 
Weisman was found fully dressed. The coat 
was thrown open and the bullet had passed 
through two shirts and entered the heart.

FOREST FIRES IN CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 24.—Forest 
tires are raging in Santa Cruz, Alameda, and 
San Joaquin Counties, and great damage has 
been done to the fruit ranches and wheat. In 
the Santa Cruz Mountains some of the largest 
redwoods have been burned in the last few 
days. In San Joaquin the fire spreads so swiftly 
through the dry tules that stock frequently can- 
not eacape, and the flames leap across wide 
sloughs.

Several hundred men are fizhting the fire in the 
hilla back of Hayward’s, across the bay from 
this city.

PREPARING TO PARADE. 
SATURDAY’S DEMONSTRATION PROMISES 
TO BE IMMENSE. 

The work of making ready for the great 
political parade that will be reviewed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland on Saturday goes on with en- 
thusiasm. Unless all indications failit will be 
a tremendous display. The list of applications 
from organizations for places in the line is 
growing hourly, and the host of solia voters 
who will march up Broadway Saturday after- 
noon, be the weather wot or be it dry, is almost 
sure to eclipse all other paradesever seen here. 
It was predicted at the meeting of the confer- 
ence committee of the Down-Town Business 
Men’s Cleveland and Thurman Clubs, held yes- 
terday afternoon at the Stevens House, that 


there would be between 50,000 and 60,000 men 
in line, if not more, and there is no good reason 
aeareee that this prediction will not be ful- 


A large majority of the clubs that will take 
art in the parade were represented at the con- 
orence committee’s meeting yesterday. Joseph 
J. O’Donohue presided. The committee ap- 
pointed to see what could be done toward hav- 
ing the Broadway cars stop running during the 
parade reported that the President of the road 
had refused the application of both Republicans 
and Democrats, owing to the losa of revenue 
the company would sustain. An offer to indem- 
nity the road for its less made by the Dem- 
ocratic committee is now being considered, 
and the company willinform the committee to- 
day what the amount would be. 

It was decided that the parads should start at 
1:30, and that the Produce Exchange should 
have the right of the line. It was reported that 
the grand stand in course of erection at Madi- 
sSOn-Square was being put on the west instead of 
the east side of Fifth-avenue. It was urged 
thatthe President should review the parade 
from the right. The idea of having two stands 
was also discussed, and the matter was referred 
to the proper committee. Ten representative 
business men will be named by each organiza- 
tien to occupy places on the reviewing stand. 
It was not thought probable that Mrs. Cleve- 
land wonld be present, although a special of- 
fort to that end will be made. 

Major Landers, who is to be Grand Marshal ef 
the parade, will probably complete the order of 
procession to-day. The Executive Committee 
yesterday empowered Mr. O’Donohue to ap- 
point a committee of three citizens to escort 
President Cleveland from the residenee of Mr. 
Whitney to the reviewing stand. 

The Wholesale Dry Goods Men’s Club is 
going to turn out a great body of men on Satur- 
day. J. H. McDonald, who is the Marshal of 
the second division, said that he believed 10,000 
would be a fair estimate of the number of men 
in line from the Wholesale Dry Goods Club. 
There is some talk of having a mounted com- 
pany, and this will be a decided novelty in cam- 
paign parades. 

The railread men’s Executive Committee beld 
a meeting at the office of the Wisconsin Central 
Road yesterday. They will turn out over 1,000 
strong, and will immediately follow the Whele- 
sale Dry Goods Clu!) in the parade. A list of 97 
names was handed in from the Grand Central 
Station alone. President Dumont and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee are pushing the work with 
great success. 

H.C. Appleton of the firm of D. Appleton & 
Co.is Marshal of the Publishers, Bookseliers, 
Printers, and Kindred Interests Association. 
He says that over 700 names have already been 
sent in, and that the number in the parade from 
that association will far exceed the number it 
turned out four years ago.

HE GAVE HER WHISKY PUNCH. 
MRS. FITZGERALD REGRETS THE GEN- 
EROUS FEELINGS IT AROUSED. 

Trial was begun yesterday before Judge 
Beach andajuryin Part IV. of the Supreme 
Ceurt of the suit of Mrs. Elien Fitzgerald to 
have set aside a deed which she executed in 
1884, giving her property to Julia McCabe, a 
young woman of about 20. Mrs. Fitzgerald is 
78 years old, and her memory is worse than 
that of the most unwilling witness ever on the 


stand. She has the advantage, however, of 
showing to the jury that she actually cannot re- 
member past events. 

Mr. Fitzgerald kept a smal! store in this city, 
and at the time of his death, four years ago, had 
quite a property. Frem the time of her hus- 
band’s death, said Mrs. Fitzgerald, her'mind had 
grown worse and worse, until she could now re- 
member very little. Daniel McCabe was a 
friend of her husband, and after his death calied 
on her very frequextly at her home on Norman- 
avenue, Brooklyn. Ho used to give her whisky 
punches, she thought, and she was sure he did 
one day, when he got her to make her marx on 
a piece of paper, which he told her was a wil), 
in which his daughter Julia was made a legatee. 
She was surprised some time later to find that 
she had deeded her property to the girl. 

Mrs. Fitzgoraid on the stand was a pitiful wit- 
ness. She seemed hardiy to know where she 
Was and, as she sat down in the chair, looked 
asifshe had slim recollectione of some long 
past moment of agony in a dentist’s chair, and 
cast a leok of suspicion toward Judge Beach. 
Later she came to regard the Judge as a friend 
and frequently turned toward him to givea 
long and tearful account ef some small matter 
eounected with her unlucky deeding away of 
her property. Aitogether she appeared fitter 
for the subject of a Sheriff’s jury’s inquiry as to 
het sanity than for a witness. 

‘*How long,” was asked her on eross-examina- 
tion, “is it since you began to get weak?” 

‘since my husband aied,” was the faltering 
reply. ‘‘I have got worse every year, and there 
is nobody to help me,” and she broke down in 
tears. 

The trial of the case will be continued to-day.

out “It is,” “Itis.” Mrs. Foster and her asso- 
ciates fought pluckily up vo the last moment, 
and only gave up when the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates who had been camping out under her 
banner went over to the ranks of the majority. 
The defection that the Foster people claimed 
would occur in the New-Jersey rauks did not 
show ttself, and the seventh resolution reattirm- 
ing the union's allegiance to that party which 
wakes its dominant issue the suppression of the 
liquor trattic was triumphantly adopted. 

They did not act on the eighth resolution, 
which provides that any member speaking from 
@ public platform to antagonize the union’s 
policy toward the party to which ite influence is 
pledged shall be declared disloyal to the organ- 
ization, because, as one of the delegates said, 
they would then have to read Mrs. Foster out of 
the union on account of her Republican stump 
Bpeeches, , 

The convention then passed a resolution 
thanking Miss West for her past work and up- 
holding fully the policy she bad pursued in the 
editorial columns of the Union signal. Miss 
Willard then left the chair, and, although she 
wae tairly trembling with fatigue and her voice 
wus about worn out, made a graceful and tender 
little speech, deprecating the troubles that had 
occurred during the session, and asking her 
co-workers to forget it all and go on in theirold, 
pleasant, sisterly fashion. As she closed every- 
body rose with a sudden impulse and each e¢iasp- 
ing hands with another sang the union hyisn, 
“God be with us till we meet again,” and the 
New-York Convention, the largest and most 
notable in the organization’s history, was ended, 
It was nearly 2 o’clock before the innumerable 
goed-byes attendant on such oceasions were 
got through with andthe Metropolitan Opera 
House doors finally clesed. 

A great amount of routine work was done at 
the Tabernacle yesterday, and the ladies were 
only too satistied to obey the photographer's in- 
junction to “keep perfectly still’? when their 
pictures were taken inthe afternoon. In the 
evening Mrs. W. Jennings Demorest gave the 
officers and committee members of the union a 
reception at her residence, 21 East Fifty- 
seventh-streot.

NEW CROSS-IOWN LINE. 
ELECTRIC CARS WILL RUN ON FULTON- 
STREET BY NOVEMBER. 

An agreement was entered into on Tues- 
day by the Nerth and East River Railway Coi- 
pany and the Bleecker-Street Railway Company 
by which the former will at last be able to op- 
erate a line of electric street cars from Fulton 
Ferry, by way of Fulton-street, to the west side 
ferries from Liberty-street to Chambers-street. 
The terms of the agreement have not been made 
public, but itis known that the Bleecker-street 
company bas conceded to the Fulton-street 
road the right to the common use ofits tracks 


along Fulton-street trom Front to William 
street. The contractor of the Fulten-street 
road, F. W. Child, said yesterday that the new 
road would be iz operation by the middle of De- 
cember, that practically nothing remains to be 
done but to lay the conduits of the Bentley- 
Knight system, and that this work wil be com- 
menced immediately. 

The work of building ths Fulton-street read 
Was begun on July 2, 1887. The Bieecker- 
street road has a track on the crown ot Fultoa- 
street between Front and William, and Jacob 
Sharp, President of the company, had made a 
verbal agresment that the new company should 
have the right to use this section of track, as it 
would be unable to lay parallel rails unless the 
Bleecker-Street Company’s tracks were removed 
nearer to the gutter. Under this agreement 
the traeks of the new company were laid as far 
as Broadway, exclusive of this strip. When 
Sharp lost control of the road the Directors re- 
pudiated his agreement with the new company, 
and tke construction ef the latter has been 
suspended ever since. The consent of the 
Bleecker-Street Company that the Fulton-street 
road should have the right to use the strip 
of track in dispute, removes an heretofore in- 
surmountable obstacle to the completion of the 
new road. The eonduits to be laid between the 
tracks are similar to those in use on cable roads. 
They have an aperture or slot five-eighths of an 
inch wide through which runs a flexible cabie 
from the motor under the ¢ar to the conductors. 
These conductors are permanently tixed in the 
conduit, and they conyey the electricity to a 
plow on the en@ of the fiexible eable. A central 
station supplies the power. The arrangement 
is such that in case of meeting an obstruction 
the plow will slip out of the conduit without 
breaking. After the obstruction has been passed 
it can be reinserted in the conduit!’ The 
trucks to which the moter is attached are sep- 
arated from the car itself, and can be placed 
under the ordinary street cars. Each car will 
be independent of each other one, and an acci- 
dent to one will not interfere with any other. 

The cars are capable of a speed of from six to 
thirty miles an heur. The new road was the 
first to be given a franchise under the Cantor 
act, aud tbe city will derive a permanent reve- 
nue from its operation.

THE PROMISED TRIAL TRIP OF 
NEW AIR SHIP. 


Peter J. Campbell’s air ship was com- 
Pleted’ two weeks ago, and on Tuesday Prof. 
Allen, the aeronaut of Previdence, came down 
with the intention of making a trial trip from 
Coney Island, where the ship was built, over 
this city. ; 

Accom panied by Mr. Campbell, the inventor, 
and John Burrel of 453 Fifth-avenue, Brooklyn, 
who is the financial backer, he went to Coney 
Island to complete preparations for-an ascen- 
sion yesterday, but the weather at the time was 
80 inclement and the prospect ef fairer weather 
80 unpromising that he advised the owners not 
to attempt atrial this year. He expressed the 
opinien that the ship would bea success, but said 
that with only one current of air, and as strong 
& one as generally prevails at this season of thse 
year, a trial just now might prove a failure. 
Upon his advice and against the protests of the 
owners, the trial was postpuned until next Sum- 
mer. 

The inventor said: ‘* We do not claim that 
this ship is of any special value to the public, 
or thatit willever be practicable for ordinary 
travel, or even that it ean be used except in 
good weather. Nordo we claim that an ocean 
trip could be made with it, as its balloon holds 
only 18,000 cubic feet of gaa, but we do claim 
to be able to go from here to Philadeipbia, or 
any other similar distauce in any direction,’ at 
the will of the aeronaut. The ship can be built 
for $800, and the balloon will coat S900 more. 
This one cost us $3,500, and we have spent that 
much more in building a house for it, expert- 
menting, and printing, John L Smith, the 
builder, was to have had the shiv ready early in 
August, but he did not complete his work until 
twe weeks ago, hence we are delayed ancther 
year in what should have already been demon- 
Stratod to be a success. 

“Prof. Wells, the famous aeronaut of Paris, 
Whose wife used to go upon a pony under her 
hushband’s balloon, cane over to examine the 
invention, and he said he was satiefied it would 
do all we claimed for it.” 

The air ship is 36 feet Jong, 7 feet wide, and 9 
fest high, while the balloon above it, which is of 
ovoid sbape, is 42 feet long and 24 feet in cir- 
cumferenee. It is rigged with wings, sails, 
wind wheels, and other apparatus for steering. 
It will remain in its quarters, foot of Tenth- 
street, West Brighton Beach, until the time ar- 
rives for a trial.

FAILED IN RUSINESS. 

Patrick T. and Joseph P. Langan, com- 
posing the firm of P. T. Langan & Co., whole- 
sale dealers in butter, cheose, and eggs at 138 
Reade-strect and 635 Hudson-street, made an 
assignment yesterday to John Calahan. Tho 
present business was started May 1, 1882,. P. T. 
Langan being the capitalist and claiming tobe 
worth about $35,000. He had failed about 17 
years ago in the grocery business, cempromis- 
ing with his creditors at 50 cents om the dollar.

for ready money, and they wore reeently 
crowded by some creditors and were sued by 
one ofthem.
